Israelis attacked in ‘safe’ areas 


TEL AViv (A.P.) — Commandos fired at Israeli soldiers in 
South Lebanon twice Saturday in areas where Israeli troops are 
usually considered “safe" from attack* The military command 
said an Israeli soldier was wounded when commandos opened fire 
at a position in the village of Tebnit. just west of the village of 
Marjayoun which houses the headquarters of the Israeli-allied 
forces of the late Major Saad Haddad. The military said the 
assailants also threw a grenade and the Israelis fired back. Later in 
the day. a military spokesman said gonmen shot light arms and a 
rocket-propelled grenade at an Israeli patrol in the village of 
Jouaiya. 15 kilometres north of the Israeli border in a sector 
patrolled by the United Nations peacekeepers.

BAGHDAD (A.P.J — Iraq declared support Saturday to res- 
olutions by the fourth Islamic summit conference calling for a 
cease-fire to the 40- month-old lran-Iraq war and the return of 
Egypt to the Islamic fold. The declaration was issued following a- 
joint meeting of the Revolutionary Command Council (RCC) and 
the ruling Arab Socialist Baath Party’s regional command. The 
meeting, under President Saddam Hussein, “positively valued" 
the summit’s resolution of the Iran- Iraq war and on Egypf s return 
to the Organisation of Islamic Conference (OIC), the declaration 
said. On Friday, one day after the OIC decision. President Hus- 
sein telephoned Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak. The two 
leaders exchanged views on the OIC decision.

Asked about 
the future of the four-nation 
MNF. he said.* "There is no cha- 
nge in their position, h is the 
same."

Pakistan to increase 
Islamic courts 


ISLAMABAD ( R — Every pol- 
ice district in Pakistan is to have an 
Islamic court, the country’s chief 
Islamic judge said in an interview 
published Saturday. Justice Aftab 
Hussain, chairman of the Federal 
Shariat (Islamic) court, told the 
Islamabad daily the Muslim that 
the main purpose of Islamic or 
Oazi courts would be to decide 
cases as quickly as possible.

as Gemayel talks of peace 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Artillery shells fired 
by Syrian-backed Druze gunners from Leb- 
anon’s Shouf mountains crashed into the 
presidential palace Saturday as President 
Amin Gemayel was talking to a student del- 
egation about peace and national unity. 


Official sources said three shells 
exploded inside the palace com- 
pound. causing considerable dam- 
age. and more than 10 landed just 
outside as the Lebanese army fou- 
ght heavy artillery battles with 
Druze militiamen for a second 
day. 

State-run Beirut Radio said two 
army corporals were killed in Sat- 
urday's shelling and several civ- 
ilians were wounded in mainly 
Christian east Beirut and nearby 
towns. Falangist radio put the mil- 
itary toll at three. 

Shells crashed around the res- 
idence of United States Amb- 
assador Reginald Bartholomew 
5uu metres from the presidential 
palace in Baabda. about eight kil- 
ometres itom Beirut city centre. 

A Druze spokesman said the 
army had intensified its attacks 
Saturday and was using tanks as 
well as rockets and artillery. 

Official sources said Mr. Gem- 
ayel was at least 50 metres away 
when a shell slammed into the 
large, stone-built palace, blowing 
out windows in several reception 
rooms and offices. 


But the president continued his 
audience in the first-floor con- 
ference hall of the central wing, 
unruffled by the thunderous imp- 
act of the shells, a spokesman said. 

Mr. Gemayel was addressing a 
student delegation on the imp- 
ortance of closing ranks and mak- 
ing extra efforts to unify the nat- 
ion. student sources said. The pre- 
sident told them he had great faith 
in the fiiture of Lebanon despite 
all difficulties. 

Student spokesman Jamal Fay- 
yad said: “ We were talking with 
him about peace despite the tense 
atmosphere, and the meeting took 
place amid the sound of exp- ■ 
lesions." 

Ten shells exploded near the 
government-run hospital at Baa- 
bda. causing damage but no inj- 
uries. a hospital spokesman said.

The mainly- Druze Progressive 
Socialist Party (PSP) warned Fri- 
day night that its mQitia would 
shell government buildings, even 
at the risk of civilian casualties, if

U.S. F-14 Tomcat jets scr- 
ambled off aircraft carriers in 
Lebanese waters to stage low rec- 
onnaissance runs over Beirut and 
the neighbouring hills shortly after 
the shelling tapered of. the state 
radio said. 

in day-long exchanges Friday 
1 0 people in Druze towns and vil- 
lages were killed, a Druze spo- 
kesman said, and at least 35 peo- 
ple were wounded in Druze and 
east Beirut. 

The PSP told Reuters by tel- 
ephone Saturday that mainly Mus- 
lim west Beirut would not be she- 
lled because no artillery emp- 
lacements there were being used 
to attack Druze positions. 

“ tVe are not against any party of 
Lebanese except those who are 
hostile towards us," the PSP sta- 
tement said. 

“West Beirut is the area which 
sides with us in our national battle. 
We are concerned about its sec- 
urity and safety and the safety of 
all those living in it." 

The PSP said tt was issuing the 


statement to refute right-wing 
radio reports that it had thr- 
eatened to bombard targets in the 
commercial centre of west Beirut. 

As the shelling of east Beirut 
intensified Saturday, shopkeepers 
closed their shutters, the streets 
emptied of traffic, and military 
authorities advised people to take 
shelter. 


Radio stations blared warnings 
to residents to remain indoors and 
motorists to stay off highways 
when the new round of shelling 
broke out at midmorning Sat- 
urday. Hundreds of families hud- 
dled in basements and bomb she- 
lters. and streets were deserted in 
east Beirut and suburban Baisda. 
Hadath. Fayadieh and Jamhour. 

It was the first time the pre- 
sidential palace was hit directly 
since Lebanon's latest civil war 
last September that pitted the 
army and the predominantly Chr- 
istian rightist militiamen of the 
Fa lange Party against Druze and 
ShFite Muslim militias seeking a 
greater share of power for their 
communities. 

A government statement said 
Saturday's attack was designed to 
frustrate Mr. Gemayel’s efforts to 
enforce a Saudi-mediated security 
plan to disengage the warring fac- 
tions and establish a durable cea- 
sefire.

AMMAN — Prime Minister 
Ahmad ‘Obeidat received in his 
office Saturday the deputy mil- 
itary commander of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 
Khalil AJ Wazir (Abu Jihad), who 
congratulated him on his app- 
ointment. 

Later. Mr. Wazir told the Jor- 
dan Times that views on res-’ 
umption of PLO-Jordan talks on 
joint political moves in Middle 
East peace efforts were discussed 
during the meeting. He added that 
both sides expressed the to 
resume the dialogue with no pre- 
conditions ser by either party con- 
cerning the outcome. 

“The PLO-Jordan talks will 
focus on finding a common ground 
that can constitute a platform for 
future foint political moves." Mr. 


Wazir said. “However, it was agr- 
eed that any joint platform rea- 
ched would be oriented towards 
Arab approval not necessarily by 
all Arab states, and would also 
have an international dimension 
to it." he said. 

Talks between the PLO and 
Jordan reached a deadlock last 
April when they were abandoned 
due to failure to reach an agr- 
eement. But since then both sides 
have expressed readiness to res- 
ume the talks and His Majesty 
King H ussein has extended an off- 
icial invitation to PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat to come to Jordan 
and resume the talks. 

Mr. Arafat, who has announced 
his intention to visit Jordan to res- 
ume the talks, is expected here 
soon after completing a pre- 
setted uled tour of several West 
African states that will start Tue- 
sday.

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Majesty 
King Hussein Saturday expressed 
his deep appreciation to the Jor- 
danian people, Arabs and friends 
everywhere for their concern over 
Us health during his recent Slness.

“Abandoning our people in the 
occupied territory is abandoning 
onr duty and honour and all values 
in life,” King Hussein said. 



Mubarak receives Hussein’s message 


CAIRO (Agencies: — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak Sat- 
urday received a message from 
His Majesty King Hussein dealing 
with Arab issues and the impact of 
the Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference's (OIC) decision to invite 
Egypt back. 

The message was delivered to 
President Mubarak Saturday by 
Court Minister Adnan Abu Odeh. 
who attended the OIC summit in 
Casablanca. Morocco, and ret- 
urned to Amman Friday. 

Mr. Abu Odch left for Cairo 
early Saturday and returned to 
Amman in the evening after del- 
ivering the message to Mr. Mub- 
arak. the Jordanian News Agency. 
Petra, said in Amman. 

The message follows con- 
sultations Friday night between 


King Hussein and President Mub- 
arak over the phone. 

The King’s message to the Egy- 
ptian leader came amid reports 
that a meeting was in the offing 
between Jordan. Egypt and the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
( PLO ' to consider a new approach 
to Middle East peace efforts. 

Nabil Sha’th. a senior aide to 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat, 
told Reuters the meeting would 
look ioto all Middle East peace 
initiatives and seek a compromise 
plan that would give a push to set- 
tlement of the Arab- Israeli con- 
flict. He did not give a date for the 
meeting. 

He said Mr. Arafat, who une- 
xpectedly visited Egypt last 
month, was keen to involve Cairo 


in any future talks on the Pal- 
estinian issue. 

The New York Times Saturday 
quoted Osama A1 Baz_ senior pol- 
itical adviser to Mr. Mubarak, as 
saying that the meeting will take 
place in March. 

The United States has been inv- 
ited to join in the discussions but 
Israel has noL according to Mr. 
Baz. the newspaper said. 

“Since the time is not right for 
Israel to join us. the United States 
should act as a go-between." Mr. 
Baz said.

Mr. Baz made the statements 
one day after the Islamic summit 
invited Egypt to rejoin the group 
from which h was suspended fol- 
lowing its f979 separate peace 
treaty with Israel. 


Top Libyan diplomat shot in Rome 


ROME (A.P.J — Libya's top- 
ranking diplomat in Italy, Ammar 
A1 Taggazy. was shot and critically 
wounded by two unidentified 
gunmen who ambushed him at his 
garage entrance Saturday, police 
said. 

The attack took place in broad 
daylight when two young men 
walked up to Mr. Taggazy and 
fired several pistol shots at him 
before escaping on foot, according 
to Italian news reports. 

Mr. Taggazy is the head of the 
popular committee," which rep- 
resents the regime of Libyan lea- 
der Colonel MuammarQadhafi in 
the Italian capital. The committee 
was formed in 1 979 as a substitute 
for the post of ambassador. 
Italian President Sandro Pertini 


expressed what he called "pro- 
found indignation" for the attack. 
the president's office said. 

A reconstruction carried by the 
Italian news agency ANSA based 
on police reports said the gunmen 
were "elegantly dressed" and 
apparently used at least one 
silencer-equipped pistol. 

It said Mr. Taggazy was int- 
ercepted as he walked to his car. 
parked in a garage beneath his 
apartment on the narrow, winding 
via Moggdiscto. in Rome's res- 
idential northern district. 

The gunmen dragged him to a 
corner of the building's driveway 
and fired shots from a pistol hid- 
den inside a plastic bag, the report 
said. 

No group claimed responsibility 


for the attack, and it was not clear 
whether the shooting was pol- 
itically motivated. 

Police combed the area in sea- 
rch of the two men. reported no 
leads on the attack. 

A police spokesman, asking not 
to be identified by name, said the 
Libyan was “critically wounded" 
in the attack. 


An official of Italy's anti- 
terrorist police who also asked not 
to be identified by name, com- 
mented: “ We ate still in the dark." 


Officials at Rome's Umberto 
Hospital described the 43- 
ycar-old diplomat’s condition as 
“critical." He was reportedly 
wounded in the head, the abd- 
omen and in one shoulder. 


CAIRO (A.P.) — President 
Hosni Mubarak has lauded as his- 
toric the Islamic summit con- 
ference resolutions, but stopped 
short of endorsing the con- 
ference’s decision to readmit 
Egypt to the 45-mcmber Islamic 
.organisation. 

Mr. Mubarak's first publicised 
comment on the outcome of the 
Casablanca. Morocco, summit, 
which ended Thursday, came in an 
exchange of telegrams with Pak- 
istani President Zia U1 Haq. one 
of the staunchest defenders of 
Egypt's reinstatement in the Org- 
anisation of Islamic Conference- 

The exchange during the Pak- 
istani leader’s flight over Egypt on 
the way home from the summit 
was released by the presidency. 

In his telegram to Mr. Mubarak. 
Gen. Zia said he was"particularly 
happy" with the sunlit res- 
olution restoring Egypt to the 
OIC. 

"1 would like to commend the 
historic resolutions and decisions 
adopted by the Islamic summit 
conference at Casablanca for the 
sake of the unity and solidarity of 
the Muslim World in confronting 
the dangers surrounding it.” Mr. 
Mubarak Said in reply.

AMMAN — Mr. Walid Junblatt. 
leader of Lebanon’s Progressive . 
Socialist Party (PSP). Saturday 
called on President Amin Gem- 
ayel to resign or otherwise face the 
"complete destruction of Leb- 
anon." 

, • . -In an interview with. the Jordan . 
■Times, the Lebanese opposition 
leader said: “The government of 
Gemayel has not honoured the 
resolutions of the Geneva con- 
ference on reconciliation in Leb- 
anon. it is insisting on carrying out 
the Falangist policy of dominating 
every aspect of Lebanese life. And 
it is doing this with the direct help 
of Lhe U.S.. 

"We will not stop fighting this 
time unless and until the Gemayel 
government resigns, even if that 
means lhe complete destruction of 
Lebanon." 

Mr. Junblatt said that President 
Gemaycrs government and Leb- 
anon's opposition parties, of 
which he is leader, have reached a 
deadlock situation. “Gemayel fai- 
led in his mission after the Geneva 
conference, and renewed fighting 
against us instead of thinking of a 
serious political reconciliation.'* 
he said, adding that Mr. Gemayel 
was charged by the Geneva con- 
ference to abrogate the 
Lebanese-Israeli troop wit- 
hdrawal agreement of May 17. 
l‘M<3. but until now “there was no 
sign of him doing so." 

"Gemayel seems unable to ever 
reach a comprehensive solution 
that will secure the full rights of all 


sectors of the Lebanese com- 
munity.” Mr. Junblatt said. 
"There can be no talk of stopping 
the latest round of fighting, for our 
position now is one of all-out cha- 
llenge to the Lebanese gov- 
ernment. and until a real and acc- 
eptable political settlement to the 
crisis of Lebanon is found the fig- 
hting will not stop.'* 

The PSP leader’s call on Pre- 
sident Gemayel to .resign came 
amid reports of hepvy fighting 
between the predominantly Druze 
PSP forties on the one hand, and 
the Lebanese array and the Fai- 
. angist Party militias in the hills 
overlooking Beirut on the other. 
Previously Mr. Junblatt mai- 
ntained that his atm was not to 
topple the Lebanese president. 

Reports of the heavy fighting in 
Lebanon Saturday also said that . 
the forces of Mr. Junblatt shelled 
President GemayePs palace in 
Baabda. east of Beirut. 

Mr. Janblait accused the Leb- 
anese army and militias of the 
predominantly Maronite Fal- 
angist Party of bombarding civ- 
ilian villages in the Shouf mou- 
ntains and of waging an "ann- 
ihilation war” against its inh- 
abitants. 

"Gemayel thinks that by she- 
lling civilian areas he would be 
able to frighten their inhabitants 
and could force them to leave. But 
they will never be frightened bec- 
ause civilians living there (the 
Shouf mountains) have taken the 
necessary precautions, including 
shelters and we will not surrender, 
for it has been our land for iho- 
usands of years.’’ Mr. Junblatt 
said. 


‘We are able to resist’ 


Referring to U.S. assistance to 
the Lebanese army. Mr. Junblait 
said: "No matter how much arms 
and ammunition the U.S. gives 
that army; wc are able to resist 
them at all times.” He contended 
that the Lebanese army is" merely 
to serve the Falangist’s ambitions 
in the country.” 

"We frequently explained to 
the U.S. administration that this 
government is an oppressive one 
and would not ever preserve the 
sovereignly of the Lebanese state, 
but to no avail." Mr. J unblan said. 


‘Falangists’ killed Kerr 

In reply to a question on an acc- 
usation he made in Damascus last 
week that the Falangists were beh- 
ind the assassination of the pre- 
sident of the American University 
of Beirut (AUB;. Dr. Malcolm 
Kerr, vlr. Junblatt said: "The Fal- 
angists want to dominate the AU B 
by having their own people in the 
university’s top positions as well as 
by incorporating their own edu- 
cational curriculum into the sys- 
tem. 

“But since Mr. Kerr was a good 
friend of the Arabs and on several 
occasions supported the Pal- 
estinian cause, to which the Fal- 
angists are opposed, the removal 
of Dr. Kerr would sene a double 
purpose lor the Falangists." 

On his recent, visit to Moscow, 
he said the trip had nothing to do 
with the current situation in Leb- 
anon and that it represented a con- 
tinuation of an "old friendship” 
between his. party and the Soviet 
Union. 


Dutch envoy urges European efforts 
towards securing Palestinian rights

AMMAN — A senior Dutch par- 
liamentarian Saturday called for 
European recognition of the leg- 
itimate rights of the Palestinian 
people and for stepped up efforts 
to convince the U.S. to pressure 
Israel to abandon military means 
to ensure security for its borders. 

Klass de Vries, who is heading a 
six-member Dutch parliamentary 
delegation currently visiting Jor- 
dan as a part of regional tour said: 
“The aim of our tour is to get 
first-hand information on the 
Middle East situation and the Pal- 
estinian issue." 

Speaking in an interview with 
the Jordan Times. Mr. De Vries 
added that Jordan. " being one of 
the crucial countries in the area, 
the Dutch parliament’s main aim' 
of its (the delegation’s) visit to the 
country is to meet senior Jor- 
danian officials and hear their 
views on and insights to the cur- 
rent situation as well as discussing 
possible solutions to the Middle 
East conflict." 


said it is time for Europe "to use 
its influence on Israel to go to the 
negotiating table, especially that 
the moderate line has won in the 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC;.” Mr. Dc V ries was 
referring io a decision last week by

Mr. De Vries also said that the 
parliamentary association should 
"thoroughly study the Arab per- 
spective and intensity discussions 
with the Arabs.” 

Referring to Holland’s attitude 
towards Israel, Mr. De Vries said 
that Holland ,l has always rec- 
ognised Israel's national identity 
and its right to exist, but Israel has 
also to understand that the Pal- 
estinians also have the right to 
exist, and Europe should engage 
itself to establish their rights. foT 
no peace could be established in 
the region unless the rights of the 
Palestinian people are secured.” 

“We are determined to visit 
Palestinian refugee camps in Jor- 
dan. for they are useful evidence 
of a tragic history.” Mr. De Vries 
said. 

He asserted that Europe should 


Mr. De Vries said that the U.S. 
should realise that Israel's security 
will never be achieved through 
military means. “The U.S. has to 
convince Israel that in the long run 
its security cannot be secured by 
military means.” h'e said. 

Mr. De Vries said that he will 
inform the Dutch government that 
"there is little time left for a real 
European action to achieve a pea- 
ceful solution to the Middle East 
conflict. The only option left for 
Israel, far its own benefit, is to join 
negotiation for the restoration of 
the rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. because political means is the 
only way to its security.”

Dutch delegation meets ‘Obeidat, 
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eagan considering strikes 
asainst kamikaze attackers 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan is 
considering a pre-emptive strike against any 
aircraft which may be armed for kamikaze 
attacks on U.S. ships off the coast of Leb- 
anon, senior administration officials said 
Friday night. 


They said light planes and perhaps 
helicopters could strike at the 
Sixth Reel, including the bat- 
tleship New Jersey. 

The officials also expressed 
concern about apparent 
"kamikaze-type" threats by ter- 
rorists using aircraft against U.S.

Senator visits Beirut 


BEIRUT l A.P.] — U.S. Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan said 
after a Saturday tour of the U.S. 
Marine base in Beirut that “No 
one should underestimate the 
danger these Marines face.” 

The New York Democrat, who 
is the vice chairman of the Sen- 
ate's Select Committee on int- 
elligence. was in Beirut to look at 


the intelligence network chat is 
used to gather and analyse inf- 
ormation for the Marine con- 
tingent. 

"Questions have been raised 
about the intelligence network 
and I warned to see it” to prepare 
a report for the committee, he 
said. 

A Pentagon investigation fol- 
lowing the Oct. 23 truck bomb 
attack that killed 24] American 
servicemen in Beirut was critical 
of both the security aL the base and 
the intelligence support the Mar- 
ines were receiving. 

While declining to discuss spe- 
cifics Sen. Moynihan said of the 
Marines here thai "they are up 
against a set of threats, half of 
which they can't define by the nat- 
ure of the terrorism, some of 
which you couldn't prevent no 
matter how much you prepared, 
some of which you clearly can pre- 
vent and are being prevented.” 

He noted that security at the 
base at Beirut International Air- 
port "is comparably bettef than 
it was prior to the October attack. 
"The experience is better, too.” 
he added. “But no one should 
underestimate the danger these 
men are in.” 

Sen. Moynihan said that he had 
met with government officials in 
Jordan. Saudi Arabia and Israel 
before his trip to Lebanon but that 
he had no plans to talk with gov- 
ernment officials here. 

Before coming ashore at the 
Marine base. Sen. Moynihan had 
toured the aircraft carrier USS 
Independence and the amp- 
hibious assault ship USS Guam off 
the Lebanese coast. 

He was scheduled to travel to 
the battleship USS New Jersey, 
also off the coast, before returning 
to the United States. 


Kyprianou discusses trade with EC 


BRUSSELS ( R ! - The Republic 
of Cyprus will do all it can to keep 
the newly- proclaimed Turkish 
Republic of Northern Cyprus 
from strengthening its economic 
anJ political independence. Cyp- 
riot President Spyros Kyprianou 
said Friday. 

Mr. Kyprianou told reporters 
after talks with European Com- 
mission President Gaston Thom 
that his own goal was to reunite 


both parts of the island. 

He said Mr. Thom reiterated, 
that Community policy was to 
grant preferential access to Cyp- 
riot goods only if these were acc- 
ompanied by official trade doc- 
uments from the Republic of Cyp- 
rus. This could help isolate Nor- 
thern Cyprus economically and 
step up pressure on Turkish- 
Cypriots to join the negotiating 
table for talks on reunification, he 


added. 

Cyprus and the European 
Community are linked by a co-' 
operation agreement ensuring 
duty-free access of most Cypriot 
industrial goods and farm pro- 
duce. 

Mr. Kyprianou said that a 
commission delegation would visit 
Cyprus before mid-Februaiy to 
look for ways to abolish remaining 
trade barriers. 


Turkey captures 20 Kurdish gang suspects 


ISTANBUL. Turkey (A.P.’ - 
Turkish martial law authorities in 
the southern city of Adana said 
Friday that 2U alleged members of 
a Kurdish separatist gang were 
captured in a series of raids in the 
area. 

An announcement by the mar- 
tial law command, based in the 
fourth- largest Turkish city, said 
those arrested will be charged with 
trying to revive the regional 
branch of the violent Kurdish 
Workers Party, popularly known 
as ” Apocular.” 

The announcement did not give 
exact dates of what were described 
as "a series of operations" aimed 


at wiping out the underground act- 
ivities of the armed secessionist 
Kurdish band. 

The announcement did not ide- 
ntify the suspects by name, adding 
that security forces found seven 
pistols and forged identity cards in 
their possession. 

The Adana Martial Law Centre 
is responsible for six adjacent pro- 
vinces with an estimated ethnic 
Kurdish population of Si'ii.iHHl. 

The announcement said some 
ot the suspects Lold military inv- 
estigators they received "training 
in foreign countries." 

The Kurdish Workers Party had 
waged an armed terror campaign 


in remote parts of Turkey before 
the military takeover, killing 
more than 5»M> people in ambush 
attacks and snipings in sou- 
theastern provinces. 

The group sought to establish a 
left-wing Kurdish state in pre- 
dominantly Kurdish-inhabited 
areas of Turkey.

Beirut streets becoming dangerous 
for American, French diplomats

BEIRUT! R: — The killing of the 
president of the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut is the latest in a 
sudden upsurge of attacks on ind- 
ividual foreigners that has turned 
West Beirut into an assassins' sta- 
lking ground. 

Since the New Year West Bei- 
rut's war-scarred streets have 
grown increasingly dangerous for 
foreign diplomats, particularly 
Americans and French. 

The individual attacks appear to 
mark the opening of a new cam- 
paign by Muslim militants to force 
a withdrawal of the Beirut Mul- 
tinational Force. 

Since Jan. 3. three people lin- 
ked to the French embassy have 
narrowly escaped death and a 
Saudi Arabian diplomat was abd- 
ucted by gunmen 24 hours before 
American University President 
Malcolm Kerr was shot. 

The 52-year-old professor, shot 
on campus by men with silenced 
pistols, was the first foreign res- 
ident with neither diplomatic, pol- 
itical nor military links to his gov- 
ernment to be killed. 

His death signalled an apparent 
escalation of such hit-and-run att- 
acks to include any prominent 
French or American nationals in 
Beirut. 

w'estem 'sources in the Leb- 
anese capital say they believe the 
attacks are linked and are the lat- 
est taclic of Muslim fun- 
damentalists trying to force out 
the Multinational troops. 


Other observers think the mil- 
itants may be simply manoeuvring 
into position to claim the credit 
when the inevitable pullout of the. 
Force occurs — thus gaining a new 
following for their radical cause. 

The Shi'ile. Muslim fun- 
damentalist group” Islamic Jihad” 
(holy war), which said it killed Mr. 
Kerr and was also holding Saudi 
Consul Hussein Farrash. is the 
same group that has claimed res- 
ponsibility for all major attacks on 
the Multinational Force during 
the past year- These include a 
string of truck bombings and the 
destruction of the U.S. embassy in 
Beirut last April. 

An anonymous Arabi-speaking 
caller claiming to represent the 
group said: "We promise you that 
no American or Frenchman will 
remain on this soil. 

"We will not cease these met- 
hods and we will pursue their (of 
the Americans and the French) 
Lebanese and Arab agents, whe- 
ther they are leaders, politicians or 
military men.” 

Western sources say the U.S. 
embassy, now partly located at the 
British" embassy, has received 
warnings from intelligence sou- 
rces that American diplomats 
might also be the targets of ass- 
assination attempts. 

The sources date the start of the 
new tactics to late December' 
when a U.S. Marine guarding the 
American embassy on the Beirut 
seafront was wounded in the hand 
by a shot from a silenced weapon. 

Since then, several attacks on 
non- American diplomatic per- 


sonnel have borne similar tra- 
demarks — gunmen with silenced 
pistols, usually riding motocycles. 
have fired at intended victims 
emerging from their homes or dri- 
ving in embassy cars through W est 
Beirut. 

The wife of the French cultural 
artache and an Egyptian diplomat 
in a French embassy car have been 
wounded in broad daylight- 

The attacks have coincided with 
tighter security measures by U.S. 
and French troops since the twin 
suicide truck bombings last Oct- 
ober that killed 241 U.S. ser- 
vicemen and 5N French par- 
atroopers. 

The U.S. Marines around Bei- 
rut Airport are now bunkered 
down behind earthworks and con- 
crete barricades. Many of the men 
live permanently underground in 
sandbagged bunkers. 

Although French troops still 
man checkpoints in West Beirut, 
security at their fortified com- 
mand posts makes it difficult for 
attackers to approach within 5U 
metres. 

But along with the assassination 
campaign there has been an ups- 
urge of almost nightly hk-and-run 
attacks on French posts by gun- 
men firing automatic weapons and 
throwing grenades. 

The switch from heavy attacks 
on froop concentrations to hit- 
and-run strikes at vulnerable poi- 
nts in West Beirut was underlined 
on Jan. 8.

A stormy summit conference of 
the OIC ended late Thursday with 
a majority voting to reinstate 
Egypt, suspended in 1 Ml because 
of the agreement with IsraeL 

Egypt notified the organisation' 
Friday it would receive a four- 
member delegation to discuss its 
return to the Islamic family of nat- 
ions. 

King Hassan said he was quo- 
ting Mr. Mubarak whea he said 
that Egypt had “obtained the fru- 
its” of the Camp David agr- 
eements. having “recovered its 
lands and its oiF in the formerly 
Israeli-occupied Sinai, and that 
consequently “the substance of 
Camp David has been emptied." 

King Hassan said that del- 
egation appointed by the summit 
would be led by Guinea’s Pre- 
sident Ahmed Sekou Toure and

There 
were conflicting interpretations of 
whether Egypt would be required 
to issue an explicit repudiation of 
the Camp David agreements as 
the price for returning to the Isl- 
amic group. 

Mr. Mubarak has stated that he 
would not accept such a demand, 
but he notified the summit that he 
was willing to receive Mr. Sekou 
Toure’ s committee in Cairo to dis- 
cuss Egypt's readrnissum. 


S. Arabia seeks help to 
combat oil pollution 


RJYADH. Saadi Arabia (A.P.) — 
Norwegian Minister of Transport 
and Trade Speian Hockfest began 
talks Saturday to extend Oslo's 
expertise and technology to Saudi 
Arabia to help the oil-rich kin- 
gdom combat environmental pol- 
lution from wide-scale extraction 
operations. 

Mr, Hockfest arrived in this 
Saudi capital city late Friday at the 
invitation of the general-manager 
of Saudi Ports Authority. Fayez 
Badr. 

Mr. Badr told the Associated 
Pres that Norway's assistance was 


called upon in particular because 
of its experience in the joint oil 
operations with the United Kin- 
gdom in the North Sea. 

“The coasts of the Arabian Gulf 
and the Red Sea are similar to 
those of Norway’s coasts where 
length arid width are concerned.” 
Mr. Badr said. 

He also said that the kingdom 
was planning to instai the “most 
modern equipment for marine 
guidance" from Norway. 

He had already visited Oslo and 
inspected such equipment last 
year. \fr. Badr added. 


86 Iranian Communists 
sentenced to prison 


BEIRUT (A.P.j — Iran’s military 
tribunal sentenced 86 members of 
the defunct Tudeh Communist 
Party to' prison sentences ranging 
from life to less than one year, the 
official Iranian News Agency 
IRNA said Saturday. 

The sentences were the first 
announced in the trials that began 
in December and ended last Tue- 
sday for members of the und- 
erground military cell of the out- 
lawed party. 

IRNA has said in the past that 
most of the defendants were cha- 
rged with disobeying Iranian lea- 
der Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini's order against belonging to 
a political party while a member of 
the military. 

It said Saturday that Hoj- 
atoleslam Mohammad Reyshahri. 
The Islamic judge of the military, 
sentenced six defendants to life 


imprisonment. 

Mr. Reyshahri said four persons 
had been freed for commixing 
minor offenses and repenting to. 1 - 
the tribunal. IRNA said, it also- 
said sentences had not yet been ~ 
decided for 13 persons. 


Mr. Reyshahri was quoted as 
saying the charges against the def- 
endant were in four categories — 
“attempts to overthrow the Isl- 
amic Republic, espionage, gat- 
hering and hiding weapons, and 
violating the decree against mem- 
bership of military men in political 
parties." 


The only name of any defendant 
mentioned was that of former 
Navy Commander Bahrain Afzaii. 
but the report did not say what 
sentence he received. Jt said sev- 
eral colonels were among the def- 
endants.

Hassan outlines contribution 
of Islamic summit conference 



AMMAN (J.T.) — The Islamic 
Summit in Casablanca made an 
objective assessment of the sit- 
uation in the Islamic World and 
opened the door for Egypt's ret- 
urn to the Arab and Islamic nat- 
ions' fold. His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan was quoted 
as saying in a press statement pub- 
lished here Saturday. 

He told the Arabic language 
daily newspaper. Sawt A1 Shaab, 
that Asia and Africa had played a 
leading role in emphasising the 
priorities for joint Islamic action. 

Egypt carries significant weight 
on the African continent and can 
assume a leading role in solving, 
complicated issues in the region 
particularly the issue of Jer- 
usalem. the conference's symbol. 

The Casablanca conference was 
characterised by its dynamic spirit 
and its speed in tackling chronic 
issues, and has paved the way for 


political cooperation among Isl- 
amic nations to establish their ide- 
ntity world-wide. Prince Hassan 
said. 

He continued by saying that the- 
Islamic nations respect the stand 
of the superpowers but refuse the 
policy of polarisation while also 
refusing to leave to others the task 
of fighting their own ware. 

This is because "such a stand is 
bound to cause further divisions in 
the Islamic Nation which should 
have the right both politically and 
geographically to have a say at a 
time when the superpowers are 
debating the future of the world's 
peace." 

In the interview. Prince Hassan 
voiced his appreciation of King 
Hassan 11 of Morocco and the 
Moroccan people for their hos- 
pitality and their support which, 
he said, was a major factor to mak- 
ing the conference a success. 


‘Obeidat meets delegation of Dutch 
deputies, reviews bilateral relations 


AMMAN iJ.T. -• A six-member 
Dutch parliamentary delegation 
Saturday called on Prime Minister 
Ahmad 'Obeidai and reviewed 
with him relations between Jordan 
and the Netherlands. 

The delegation, which arrived 
here Friday on a visit expected to 
last several days, also extended to 
Mr. ‘Obeidat their con- 
gratulationson his appointment to 
the post of premier. 

The delegation, comprising two 
representatives of the Dutch Soc- 
ial Democratic Party, two from 
the Christian Democrats and two 
from the Liberal Party, is headed 
by Mr. Klaas G. de Vries. Later on 
in their tour they are scheduled to 
go around refugee camps and hold 
talks with other leading officials. 

Before meeting the prime min- 
ister. the delegation members 
were received by Ahmad Al 
Lawzi. speaker of the Upper 
House of Parliament, who exp- 
lained the Arab countries' drive to 
establish a just and com- 


prehensive Middle East peace. 

The Arabs have proved to the 
world, through the resolution they 
issued at the Fez summit, that they 
want to establish a comprehensive 
peace, he said. 

We have also reaffirmed Eur- 
ope's role in helping to achieve 
that peace in view of the strong 
links and common bond of int- 
erests that Europe has with the 
Arab Nation. Mr. Lawzi added at 
the meeting. 

He said that Europe's peace.*as 
well as that of the Arab World, 
will be disturbed if the Israeli occ- 
upation and lsraer s expansionist 
policies are allowed to continue. 

Mr. Lawzi spoke about lsraer s 
drive to Judaise the Arab lands 
and evict the indigenous pop- 
ulation from their homeland. He 
also voiced his appreciation to the 
delegation members for con- 
gratulating Jordan upon the res- 
toration of parliamentary life, and 
stressed that parliamentary rule 
constitutes a cornerstone of ihe 


country's political life. 

The meeting was attended by 
Upper House Members Hazem 
Nuscibeh and Farah Abu Jaber. 

The Dutch delegation was also 
received by Akef Al Fayez. spe- 
aker of the Lower House of Par- 
liament who stressed that Jordan, 
under the leadership of His Maj- 
esty King Hussein, is keen to saf- 
eguard the legitimate and ina- 
lienable rights of the Palestinian 
people including the right to self 
determination in Palestine. 

Mr. Fayez also spoke about Isr- 
ael's intransigent stand, its dis- 
regard for all peace initiatives and 
its drive to perpetuate its occ- 
upation of Arab territory. 

He expressed the hope that the 
delegation will convey to Holland 
the true situation in the Middle 
East region. 

In ihe meeting. Mr. Fayez also 
explained the procedures of Jor- 
dan' s democratic activity and 
about the country’s return to par- 
liamentary life.

Minister details public works policy

AMMAN — The value of con- 
tracts issued by ihe central gov- 
ernment tender department at the 
Ministry of Public Works reached 
JD 55 million in 19^3. All tenders 
were granted to local contractors 
except one tender, which was 
worth JD 1.650.0UU. which was 
granted to a foreign firm, the ten- 
der being financed by a loan. Min- 
ister of Public Works Rayef Nijra 
said Saturday. 

Speaking at his first press con- 
ference since taking office. Dr. 
Nijm said road construction and 
maintenance projects last year 
cost the government JD 
40.363 .OUU. the rest being spent 
on the construction of government 
buildings, consulting and project 
design fees. 

The Ministry of Public Works is 
one of the ministries providing 
services to citizens and con- • 
tributing to the Jordanian inf- 
rastructure through the con-, 
strucrion of main roads, secondary 
roads, rural roads and public ser- 
vice buildings that are vital for the 
development effort in the Kin- 
gdom, Dr. Nijm said. 

"The Ministry of Public Works 
will focus on the adoption and 
implementation qf a policy based 
on a scientific basis to enable it 
carry out its principal duties of 
constructing a network of roads 
and public service buildings to 
serve the various sectors of the 
Kingdom.” he said. 

The ministry is in the process of 
initialing a comprehensive plan 
for all types of roads in the Kin- 
gdom, he said. The plan w31 inc- 
lude, roads already built, those 
under construction and roads to 


be constructed in the future, in 
coordination with the various min- 
istries and public institutions. Dr. 
Nijra said. 

Within the next few years, the 
ministry will implement the con- 
struction of 10 mam roads con- 
necting different areas in the cou- 
ntry from the north to the south 
and from the east to the west. Dr. 
Nijm added. 

The minister also said that there 
is a study underway for a new type 
of road construction known as 
"bridge highways!” which the min- 
istry is currently considering. Such 
a project, he added, would be fin- 
anced by the contractors the- 
mselves alongwith other local inv- 
estors who would recoop their 
money and thus make a profit by 
operating a toll system. This sys- 
tem would have the added adv- 
antage of easing the financial bur- 
den on the government budget. 

On the other hand. Dr. Nijm 
said, the adaptation of this project 
wiD not affect roads already con- 
structed or other service roads to 
be constructed in the near future. 

The ministry will also work with 
a machinery and equipment firm 
by renting all required machinery 
and equipment from them for the 
execution of projects without buy- 
ing them: a process which has pro- 
ved to be an unnecessary waste of 
money in the past. 

Ail projects adopted by the min- 
istry will be executed according to 
its priorities, and the 1984 budget 
allocated for the ministry in coo- 
peration with the concerned aut- 
horities. JD 16 million has been 
allocated for the construction and 
maintenance of roads in the Kin- 
gdom and JD 1 majion to finalise 
building projects, he added. 

Dr. Nijm told reporters that the 


ministry will also be increasing its. 
cooperation with the Int- 
ernational Roads Federation in 
order to benefit from scientific ass- 
istance which will reflea pos- 
itively on (he road network. There 
will also be technical cooperation 
between the ministry and the Jor- 
dan Road Society in matters per- 
tinent to the development of reg- 
ulations relating to high ways in 
the country. 

Coordination with the Jor- 
danian Concrete Society and the 
Building Materials Research Cen- 
tre at the Royal Scientific Society 
will be needed as well to improve 
the quality of concrete used in 
construction projects, he said. 
There will also be cooperation 
with the Jordanian Engineers 
Association to develop the rules of 
their profession in a way so as to 
give priority to local consulting 
engineers offices over foreign 
ones in ministry projects, the min- 
ister added. 

Concerning funds allocated for 
the maintenance of roads for this 
year. Dr. Nijra said that only JD 2 
million had been allocated for that 
purpose, although it is int- 
ernationally known that two per 
cent of the total cost of roads is 
required for maintenance. The j 
roads in Jordan, Dr. Nijm pointed , 
out. cost about JD 300 million to 
build. 

Commenting on the spo- 
ntaneous excavation work carried 
out on the Amman streets without 
coordination between various 
public service authorities. Dr. 
Nijm said that this is directly the 
responsibility of the Municipality 
of Amman which should coot 
perate with the other relevant 
authorities.

AMMAN — The Upper 
House of Parliament will 
meet Sunday to review a 
reply to the speech from 
the throne which was 
endorsed by the Lower 
House of Parliament Sat- 
urday.

Lecture to explore latest research 
on lands of the Queen of Sheba

AMMAN — Possible ancient tra- 
ding. linguistic and cultural links 
between south Jordan and the fab- 
led lands of the Queen of Sheba, in 
modem Yemen, will be among the 
subjects discussed in a slide lec- 
ture here tonight (Sunday) by a 
distinguished American arc- 
haeologistwho has worked both in 
Jordan and Yemen. 

Dr. Jim Sauer, president of the 
American Schools of Oriental 
Research (ASOR) and former 
director of the American Centre 
for Oriental Research ( ACOR) in 
Amman, will give a lecture at 6:30 
p.ra. tonight at ACOR. entitled 
“New Archaeological Research 
near Marib. Yemen''. 

The ancient kingdoms of the 
region of Yemen, at the sou- 
thwestern corner of the Arabian 
Peninsula, included some of the 
richest and most advanced cul- 
tures of their time, during a period 
of nearly 2.000 years before and 
after the advent of Christianity. 
Between about 13W BC and 6lHi 
AD. the Sabaean Kingdom dom- 
inated that region, leaving behind 
traces of enormous architectural 
works such as the famous Marib 
dam. Little Has been known of the 
precise ancient chronology of the 
area, but an ongoing project there 
headed by ASOR, and in coo- 
peration with ACOR and the 
Sanaa. North Yemen-based Ame- 
rican Institute for Yemeni Studies, 
has started to unravel the mys- 
teries of that rich ancient culture. 
The work in Yemen is being Fin- 
anced by the American Fou- 
ndation for the Study of Man. 

Jobs Valley 

Dr. Sauer will talk about the 


work being done in the 25- 
kilometre -long Juba \ alley, near 
the border of North ami South 
Yemen, in the heartland of the old 
Sabaean Kingdom that produced 
the Oueen of Sheba and flo- 
urished by a combination of sop- 
histicated agriculture and wid- 
espread trading activ ity. The Juba 
Valley, only five kilometres wide, 
runs between the Yemeni mou- 
ntains to the east and the Rub A! 
Khali, or the Empty Quarter des- 
ert region ol Saudi Arabia, to the 
east. The valley was a key caravan 
and trade route in antiquity, thr- 
ough which passed the lucrative 
incense and spice trade that was 
one of the pillars of the later com- 
mercial importance of Petra, the 
Nabataean capital in southern 
Jordan. 

The work in the Juba Valley has 
already identified a major city, 
many smaller villages, a series of 
dams and considerable agr- 


icultural activity, spanning the 
period from 1 3t*i*BC to JtitiBC. 

The area is also the heartland of 
the south Arabian cultures that 
are linked with Jordan through 
linguistics. The Saferrie and Tha- 
mudic scripts, for example, that 
are seen so frequently on rock ins- 
criptions throughout Jordan, may 
have originated in the area of 
Yemen. The totally Arab. pre- 
Islam ic cultures ol the Marib area 
also must have exerted con- 
siderable influence on northern 
Arabia and the region of modern 
Jordan because of the strong trade 
links in antiquity. 

In his lecture tonight. Dr. Sauer 
will discuss the findings of the sur- 
vey and test excavations that have 
been done to date in the Juba \ al- 
ley. and will show slides of some of 
the most interesting aspects of the 
work to date. He will also answer 
questions from the audience.

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How to reduce consumption? Or should we?

APART from adding fresh impetus to the drive by Jordan and 
other Arab states to end Egypt’s isolation from the Arab and 
Muslim worlds, the decision by the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference tOICl to invite Egypt back to the organisation 
marks an encouraging start to a long-sought era, when the rule 
or the majority takes over from the antiquated and harmful 
practice of conducting business only through unanimity dec- 
isions in Arab mid Islamic politics. So the OJCs vote on Wed- 
nesday to allow Egypt to resume its membership in the org- 
anisation is welcome all around. 

Let the compromise formula by which Cairo could return to 
the Islamic World be no bother to anybody. For what is most 
important at this stage is the precedent set by the Muslim 
leaders meeting in Casablanca, Morocco last week, which is 
surely bound to change our political life positively, here and in 
the rest of the Arab and Islamic worlds. 

But if it is an open question whether Cairo would accept 
conditions, such as those reported in the press during the past 
three days, in order to resume its role as a leading Muslim 
country, let those who are directly concerned discuss it. and at 
length if need be. In the end, nothing in politics in more 
productive than dialogue, especially among brothers and fri- 
ends. 

One such press report, about tying conditions to Egypt’s 
return to the OIC, suggested that Cairo needed to endorse all 
resolutions adopted by the organisation on the Palestinian 
problem — which may in effect mean the demand from Egypt 
to abrogate the Camp David accords. If true this suggestion, or 
condition, threatens to bring to a halt the newly-started effort 
to restore Egypt, for it is not so easy for the government in 
Cairo to wave a magic wand and scrap its agreements with 
Israel and the United States; thus the attempt just would not 
work. But, even if there is such a condition tty the Islamic 
states, the case need not be put in so white or so black terms. 
Having set the precedent for the majority rule, and opened a 
dialogue there to fore, it would be unthinkable for the end- 
eavour to completely fail, just as it would be equally difficult to 
achieve success on the spot. But the outcome would have been a 
step forward anyway — and very much worth our while as 
well. 

If, however, there are no conditions set for Egypt’s return to 
the Islamic fold, so much the better, since we know Egypt of 
now is much different from Egypt of yesterday. 

in all cases, the more thorny problems are always handled 
better by dialogue. And based upon this, we can only welcome 
the decision to return Egypt to the Islamic and Arab worlds.

Al Ra'i: Marshalling Islamic resources 

JORDAN WAS instrumental in helping the Islamic summit con- 
tercnce al Casablanca arrive at crucial resolutions of paramount 
importance to the Islamic Nation. Jordan's positive role, exercised 
through Crown Prince Hassan who led the Jordanian delegation, 
reflects the country’s keenness to preserve Arab and Islamic sol- 
idarity in the face of challenges and dangers. For Arab- Islamic action 
to be strengthened, the conference called for the return of Egypt to 
■the Organisation of Islamic Conference, an end to the Iraq-Iran War 
and the withdrawal of Iraqi and Iranian forces to their international 
boundaries. 

Once these resolutions are carried out. the Arab-and Islamic nat- 
ions will be in a very strong position-strengthened by the presence of 
Egypt. Iraq and Iran. This will mean the mobilisation of all Islamic 
resources in order to liberate Palestine and the holy places now under 
Israeli rule. In the light of all this, we can say that any Arab country 
which obstructs the implementation of the Casablanca resolutions 
and impedes an end to the Iraq -I ran War will in effect be hindering 
all progress aimed or liberating Palestine and ending Israel's occ- 
upation of Arab lands and holv places. We should start to mobilise 
Islamic efforts by first ending bloodshed amongst Muslims and hal- 
ting the Gulf War before commencing to achieve further successes. 

Al Dustour: Looking to the future 

ARABS AND Muslims everywhere now look forward to the ach- 
ievements of the various committees which were formed by the 
Casablanca Islamic Summit to end disputes among Islamic nations. 
We hope these committees will succeed in ending all divisions and 
disputes among Arabs and Muslims and so and instill strength into 
their ranks. What the Arabs and Muslims are in need of now is ituc 
solidarity among their nations to be followed by joint action on the 
international front to fulfil the nation’s goals. This solidarity can only 
be achieved by ending all disputes, stopping the Iraq-lran War and 
reconciling the various leaders of the Muslim nations. 

Among the prominent resolutions adopted by the Casablanca 
summit was support for the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
I PLO). and the Palestinian people. This was a success for the PLO 
and its legitimate leadership, and an emphasis by the participating 
countries on this leadership as representative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple. Another fruit was a unanimous call for the return of Egypt to the 
Islamic Nation — a move which is designed 10 boost the strength of 
the nation and mobilise its potential to help it attain its goals. 

Sawt Al Shaab: Mediation must continue 

WE DOUBT the ability of the Organisation Of Islamic Conference 
lOlO to persuade Iran to stop the war with Iraq and try to solve the 
dispute bv peaceful means. The Iranian regime has not only refused 
to attend the summit in Casablanca but has also attacked it bitterly, 
describing its resolutions as scr\ ing the enemies of the Islamic Nat- 
ion. The summit had called for an end to the Gulf War. but this 
should be tollnwed up by intensive Islamic efforts to achieve this goal 
because the Tehran regime has on several occasions displayed its 
slubborness and also disregarded many mediation efforts by int- 
ernational and regional groups and organisations. 

The summit resolutions covered the situation in the occupied Arab 
territories, but no liberation of these territories and the holy places 
can ever be achieved if no prior mobilisation of Islamic efforts and 
joint action materialises. However, we welcome the formation of the 
subcommittees which were entrusted with following up the imp- 
lementation of the resolutions. 


IT IS veiy popular in Jordan to 
call for reducing consumption, 
both public and private, as 
there is a consensus that we are 
“over-consuming”. Many act- 
ivists and economists criticise 
sharply our so-called “con- 
sumption society" in favour of 
a “productive society." as if 
production and consumption . 
are not two sides of the same 
coin. 

It is my view that this call is 
not genuine, because most of 
(hose l know to call for curbing 
consumption are invariably 
against every measure that can 
bring about this result. 

Reducing consumption, if 
wanted, does not happen sim- 
ply because we want it. or bec- 


ause we promote it in the 
media, or pay it lip service day 
and night. If the purchasing 
power is available, and the 
goods and services are abu- 
ndant in the market, at prices 
affordable by the public, there 
is no way to actually reduce 
consumption of local and imp- 
orted goods and services. 

Consumption in a market 
economy like ours can be red- 
uced by absorbing a large share 
of the private purchasing 
power. This is done through 

higher income and property 
taxes, higher custom duties, 
effective sales tax and more 
expensive foreign exchange 
vis-a-vis the local currency. 

All these measures are cat- 


egorically rejected by our dec- 
ision makers and by those who 
are said to fight excessive con- 
sumption. Moreover, income 
tax on individuals was reduced 
to the extent ihat the majority 
of salaries and wages are now 
practical iy exempted, the ove- 
rvalued Jordan dinar is con- 
sist ant iy risjng against all for- 
eign currencies f except the dol- 
lar). all basic consumption 
items especially imported food 
stuffs are not subjected to imp- 
on duty, sales tax is not app- 
lied. energy consumption is 
directly subsidised, and finally 
the propeny tax is being red- 
uced. 

In other words we want to 
reduce consumption by words 


of mouth, while practising all 
the economic, fiscal and mon- 
etary policies that encourage 
more of it. 

In this respect, we should not 
forget that the ultimum target 
of any economic and social sys- 
tem is to raise the standards of 
living of the population. The- 
refore the call for curbing con- 
sumption as such is not con- 
sistent with aiming at higher 
standards of living and better 
quality of life for the masses, 
especially when consumption 
in the economic sense includes 

activities such as education, 
medical care and government 
serv ices. 

The call for curbing con- 
sumption per se is not the- 
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U.S. aid to Israel is unjustified

WASHINGTON — During his 
visit to Washington in November. 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir joined with President 
Ronald Reagan in announcing the 
establishment of a U.S.- Israeli 
political -military committee to 
coordinate military planning, 
manoevures and the stockpiling of 
American arms in Israel- The two 
leaders said that the increased mil- 
itary cooperation was intended to 
deal with the Soviet military pre- 
sence in Syria and elsewhere in the 
Middle East. 

In addition to the strategic 
co-operation, the United States 
also made economic and military 
concessions to Israel, including 
the liftingof a ban on the supply of 
cluster bombs, provided saf- 
eguards are worked out. The most 
significant economic concession 
was a declaration that (he United 
States was willing to negotiate an 
accord on duty-free trade between 
the two countries. 

Writing in The New York 
Times. Bernard Gwertzman noted 
that. “Israel made no apparent 
concessions. It continues to opp- 
ose President Reagans Middle 
East initiative of 1982. envisaging 
an ultimate federation of Jordan 
and the West Bank, and an Ame- 
rican call for a freeze on Jewish 
settlements in the West Bank. The 
Israelis also reiterated their opp- 
osition to American arras sales to 
Arab countries, such as Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia, that are for- 
mally in a state of war with Israel.” 

President Reagan, for his part, 
said that the two sides had “dis- 
cussed some issues on which we 
don’t see eye to eye." but he min- 
imised their importance. 

Inconsistent policy 

The Reagan administration's 
commitment to Israel, as well as its 
desire for good relations with the 
Arabs, has led to a Middle East 
policy which has often seemed 
inconsistent and unclear. Thus, 
the Reagan administration ins- 
isted that the Israelis get out of 
Lebanon, then supported their 
objective of ridding the area of the 
forces of the PLO and Syria. It 
blamed the Israelis for the bre- 
akdown in the negotiations on 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from Lebanon, then shifted the 
onus to Syria and the Soviet 
Union. It rejected the Begin gov- 


ernment’s offer of co-operation 
between American Marines and 
Israeli forces in Lebanon: today, it 
is eager to have that co-operation. 

The new approach, it seems, is 
an effort to resolve such con- 
tradictory policies. It is now bel- 
ieved by U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz and his key adv- 
isers that American policies in the 
Middle East hinge on the closest 
co-operation with Israel: that U.S. 
Marines will never be withdrawn 
from Lebanon until there is a pol- 
itical settlement in that country: 
and that the Syrians will never 
permit such a settlement until they 
are convinced that Israel is more 
than a match for the Syrian-Soviet 
. combination. The II. S. view is that 
other long-range Middle East 
questions, such as the status of the 
West Bank, cannot be resolved 
until there is a solid foundation of 
trust between the United States 
and Israel. 

U.S. expens s&y that. “We have 
come round to the view that Israel 
is easier to deal with when it feels 
secure." Also evident is a new 
appreciation of Israel's strategic 
value, particularly as a base from 
which the United States could 
mount a defence of the Arabian 
•Gulf. One U.S. authority says. 'If 
’ war ever breaks out in the Middle 
East. Israel could play a role com- 
parable to that played by Britain 
for the United States in World 
War II." 

Those who fear that the Reagan 
administration's embrace of Israel 
may backfire warn that the cur- 
rent Israeli government is the heir 
to IMenachem Begin' s hard-line 
approach to dealing with the 
Arabs. Rather than pushing Israel 
toward moderation, they lament 
the United States may be poshed 
toward ajpolicy which antagonise 
moderate Arabs and make a com- 
prehensive Middle East settlement 
even less liefcly. And if there is no 
breakthrough by spring, it is fea- 
red that the danger of war will int- 
ensify. 

Washington hopes for a number 
of other benefits from the new. 
closer relationship with Israel, 
among them greater Israeli tol- 
erance for U.S. arms sales to mod- 
erate Arat^ states, such as Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia, and enhanced 
diplomatic and military co- 
operation. particularly in Leb- 
anon. 

For the moment, key dis- 
agreements have been set aside. 


But real differences remain and 
they have the potential to create 
problems at any time. Most imp- 
ortant is the question of the future 
of the Palestinians living in the 
West Bank. 

Adventurist move 

There are some in Washington 
who challenge the wisdom of Mr. 
Reagan's desire for closer ties with 
Israel. 

At the Defence Depan ment. 
for example, admiration for Isr- 
ael's military expertise is tem- 
pered by concern for the larger 
strategic realities of the Middle 
East. The strategic value of oil 
resources and strategic waterways 
in the region cause military pla- 
nners to oppose any explicit mil- 
itary link between the United Sta- 
les and Israel. Informed sources 
report that Secretary of Defence 
Caspar Weinberger and General 
John W. Vessey. Jr., chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, oppose 
the new policy. 

Even at the State Department 
there is much dissension. Arab 
specialists argue that the United 
States already has a close military 
relationship with Israel, a virtual 
alliance underwritten by U.S. mil- 
itary and economic aid. which this 
year will reach a new high of *2.6 
billion. This, they believe, makes 
it more difficult for the United 
States to maintain good relations 
with the Arab World. Striving for 
‘strategic co-operation’ with Isr- 
ael. they argue, would only make 
matters worse — further pre- 
judicing America's standing with 
moderate Arabs. 

The Reagan administration has. 
of course, hesitated to initiate an 
outright LLS.-Israel compact. 
Such an approach, it is widely bel- 
ieved. would alienate the entire 
Arab World, open the way for 
Moscow to increase its influence 
with moderate Arab states, and 
would alarm America's NATO 
allies. 

What Washington is now awa- 
iting is Israel's reaction to all of 
this, as it expresses itself in future 
policy. U.S. officials hope for Isr- 
aeli concessions in Lebanon to 
■help Mr. Gemayel consolidate his 
■authority over that divided cou- 
ntry and make Syria more ame- 
nable to co-operating in the wit- 
hdrawal of foreign forces. In the 
long run. what is needed is a les- 
sening of Israeli hostility toward 
U.S. arms supply arrangements 
with countries such as Saudi Ara- 


bia and Jordan, which are viewed 
in Washington as bulwarks against 
the spread of radical influence in 
the Gulf. 

Electoral side effects 

Domestic politics is also deeply 
involved in the new approach to 
Middle East problems. For a pre- 
sident on the verge of launching a 
re-election bid. it is not a com- 
fortable situation. Lebanon, with 
its potential for holding the Mar- 
ines hostage to prolonged vio- 
lence. looms as a major issue in the 
I0K4 campaign. The president's 
advisers are aware that, for pol- 
itical and diplomatic reasons, the 
administration must prove that its 
investment there is justified. 

Thus, the president must find a 
way lo prevent a Syrian takeover 
of Lebanon without keeping the 
Marines bogged down there ind- 
efinitely. 

The United States has never 
managed balancing acts very suc- 
cessfully during the past 35 years 
of the Arab- Israeli conflict. Alw- 
ays playing an important part, in 
addition, have been domestic pol- 
itical considerations, making the 
'balance' more one-sided, in fav- 
our of Israel, than policymakers 
admi. As the election of 1 984 app- 
roaches. these domestic political 
concerns will loom increasingly 
large. 

Those who fear that the Reagan 
administration's embrace of Israel 
may backfire warn that the current 
Israeli government is the heir to 
Menachem Begin' s hard-line app- 
roach to dealing with the Arabs. 
Rather titan pushing Israel toward 
moderation, they lament, the Uni- 
ted States may be pushed toward a

If there is breakthrough by 
spring, it is feared that the danger 
of war will intensity. When warm 
weather melts the snow in Leb- 
anon’s mountains, rival factions 
will almost certain take up arms to 
settle old scores. If the Linked Sta- 
tes remains caught in the middle, if 
may well end up as part of the 
problem rather than part of the- 
solution. This the Reagan adm- 
inistration is trying to avoid by its 
new embrace of Israel, a policy 
which continues to be much deb- 
ated even within the adm- 
inistration itself. — Middle East 
Times. Nicosia. 


Tehran seeks closer ties with the bazaar

TEHRAN — Fran' s revolutionary 
government is seeking closer ties 
with the traditionally conservative 
and powerful bazaar merchant 
class in the run-up to par- 
liamentary elections due in Feb- 
ruary or March. 

The teeming alleys and cou- 
rtyard of the bazaars of Iran’s cit- 
ies. encompassing myriads of 
mosques, public baths and tea- 
houses. have been centres of pol- 
itical mobilisation and economic 
power for centuries. 

The Tehran bazaar became the 
fulcrum of action against the late 
Shah during the revolution when it 
formed an alliance with the cap- 
ital's militant clergy and helped 


finance the Shah's overthrow. In 
1979. the bazaar was unofficially 
estimated to control two-thirds of- 
. Iran’ s domestic wholesale trade 
and a third of all imports. 

“ If the bazaar opted not to back ■ 
the Islamic Republic, the republic 
would face defeat. We need sol- 
idarity." the country’s rev- 
olutionary leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini told a group of 
merchants recently. 

As revolutionary Iran app- 
roaches its second round of ele- 
ctions. with high prices, shortages, 
profiteering and hoarding all rep- 
orted in the press, the bazaar has 
moved into the electoral arena. 

As an example of consumer 
woes, the radically-inclined daily 
paper Azadegan recently printed 
readers' complaints that sho- 
pkeepers. ordered to mark goods 


clearly with a price, were simply 
■affixing the highest rates they 
could get. 

One reader telephoned the 
paper to say : “ I ask people not to 
buy goods on the black market 
because that helps it flourish. How 
long could one stockpile cement if 
we refused to buy it from the black 
market?” 

The economic newspaper Bou- 
rse said: “The present dual pricing 
system, one fixed by the gov- 
ernment and the other by the 
so-called ‘free market*, has aff- 
orded speculators and Godless 
elements the opportunity to hoard 
goods they have acquired and sell 
them... at a tidy profit." 

The paper said this was "a fatal 
plague which endangers the health 
of the country’s economy." 

"Profiteers and swindlers who 


have pocketed enormous profits 
during the last few years are buy- 
ing luxury and very expensive vil- 
las and houses, causing an unp- 
recedented rise in rental rates and 
house prices.” the paper said. 

Last month Khomeini rep- 
rimanded unspecified elements in 
parliament, the clergy and the 
bazaar for attacking Prime Min- 
ister Mir-Hossein MousavPs gov- 
ernment on these issues. 

The government blames the 
economic burden of Iran's 40- 
momh-old war with Iraq for many 
of the current problems. 

A heavily publicised campaign 
against profiteers, black market 
dealers and hoarders got under 
way this month with floggings, 
fines and prison sentences for off- 
enders. 


refore justified except when 
the country is in a state of war. 
or if funds arc not available to 
finance development and 
growth. Both conditions do not 
correctly apply to our present 
situation. 

What we do need however, is 
to curb imports in order to save 
our foreign reserves, str- 
engthen our balance of pay- 
ments and encourage domestic 
production to satisfy a larger 
share of consumption demand. 

Open-door policy regarding 
imports is naturally sup- 
pressing domestic production 
capabilities and may deplete 
our foreign reserves, especially 
when Arab financial support is 


dwindling. 

We must therefore reduce, 
the imported element, of bur' 
consumption. To achieve th» ; 
goal we do not have to flabhur 
the public by repeating an 
empty slogan of anti- 
consumption policy while bru- 
shing aside all the practical 
means to achieve iL 

We need leaders and eco- 
nomists who can face the peo- 
ple with reality, and demand' 
the sacrifices 'necessary io pro- 
tect our achievements during 
the last ten years, and attain 
our economic security and 
promising future if we arc to 
achieve more and lasting pro- 
gress. 


U.S.-backed Israeli 
rejectionism foiled 
all peace efforts

AFTER 1973. the major Arab 
states, now joined by the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO: 
continued to call for a political set- 
tlement. Every attempt was blo- 
cked by U.S.- Israeli rejectionism. 
Israel has never proposed a peace 
initiative. On spurious grounds, 
both Israel and the United States 
refuse any dealings with the PLO. 
which has the same kind of leg- 
itimacy that the Zionist org- 
anisation had in 1947. The Israeli 
wrher Amos Elom has written of 
the “panic” among the Israeli pol- 
itical leadership caused try Arab 
peace offers, referring to Mr. 
Sadat’s proposal in 1971 and the 
Saudi Arabian plan of 19*1. the 
latter was initiated by the PLO. 
according to Israel's president. 
Chaim Herzoo. as was the pro- 
posal for a two-state settlement 
presented to the L r nited Nations in' 
January 1976 by Egypt. Syria and 
Jordan, and vetoed by the U.S. 
Tlie panic increased in 19X2 as the 
PLO scrupulously observed the 
cease-fire despite Israeli pro- 
vocation. The history of the pre- 
invasion period reveals the cyn- 
icism of the claim that Israeli wit- 
hdrawal is impeded by concern for 
security of the northern border, 
which was' not threatened before 
the invasion. Several Israeli com- 
' mentatbrs have suggested that the 
invasion- of Lebanon was mot- 
ivated by the increasing difficulty 
in evading a now-rejectionist set- 
tlement. a prospect that would be 
eliminated, ft was hoped, by the 
destruction of the PLO as a pol- 
itical force. 

The Reagan plan too was rej- 
ectionist: It was analogous to a 
hypothetical proposal in 1947 that 
offered the Jews “self- 
determination." but with no state 
and no Zionist participation. Nev- 
ertheless it was rejected by Israel. 


which announced a vast increase 
in settlement in response to Mr. 
Reagan’s call for a freeze. Mr. 
Reagan’s response was to increase 
the U.S. subsidy to Israel, which 
Congress increased further. Thus 
the Reagan plan was stone dead, 
at once. As George Ball said. “ I 
know of no nation in history that 
ever launched a serious diplomat ic 
initiative to bring about peace 
among quarreling nations, and 
then paid one of the parties to 
sabotage it.” 

The Shultz plan for Lebanon, 
which left Israel in a position to 
dominate the sooth, was accepted 
under duress by the Gemayel gov- 
ernment. Mr. Shultz pointedly 

excluded Syria from the neg- 

otiations. Both the style and (he 
substance guaranteed Syrian rej- 
ection. Former Israeli Intelligence , 
Chief Yehoshafat Harkabi obs- 
erved that “state A has agreed 
with state B that state C should cut 
its own hand off. No wonder state 
C — Syria — is objecting." 

There was an obvious alt- 
ernative. Israel could have been 

called upon to withdraw “unc- 
onditionally." as demanded by the 
U.N. Security Council with hyp- 
ocritical U.S. assent, on the pri- 
nciple that there should be no 
reward for aggression. Syria could 
have .been requested to carry out 
the withdrawal scheduled for 
summer T 982. The USSR might 
also have been brought into the 
negotiations, as has been req- 
uested by Lebanon. This approach 
might have succeeded, but the 
"U.S. preferred a confrontation 
with a “proxy” of the "evil emp- 
ire." a typical example of vlr. 
Reagan's diplomacy.

Indian opposition plans 
economy-based attack

• NEW DELHI — The tempo of 
Indian political life has quickened 
in the past week as the main par- 
ties draw battle lines for a general 
election which must be held within 
12 months, and possibly sooner. 

Opposition leaders meeting in 
Calcutta coordinated strategy for 
attacking Mrs. Gandhi and served 
notice that rising prices and gov- 
ernment handling of the economy 
would be key targets. 

In three opposition-ruled states 
Mrs. Gandhi supporters flexed 
their muscles, sparking violent 
demonstrations in* Calcutta and 
Kashmir, and trying to unseat the 
Janata Party government in the 
southern state of Karnataka. 

- The right-wing Hindu group 
known as the Bharatiya Janata 
Party (BJP) called on the fra- 
gmented opposition to unite to 
oust the 66-year-old prime min- 
ister. but leaders remained div- 
ided on several important issues. 

In her speech on state-run tel- 
evision and radio. Mrs, Gandhi 
implied this month was a turning 
point in Indian politics. “Now is 
the time to take stock of what we 
have done. Now is the time to 
think about the next stage of our 
long journey," she said. 

She iisled' her achievements, 
saying foodgrain production was" 
expected to reach an all-time high 
this year, power generation had 
increased, o3 output had risen 
sharply and production of coal, 
cement and fertiliser had shown 
significant increases. 

She reminded India's 7tKJ mil- 
lion people that the country was 
now playing a major role in world 
affairs, hosting summits of the 
Non-Aligned Movement and the 
Commonwealth in Delhi last year. 

Attempting to allay growing 
concern at rising prices, Mrs. 
Gandhi said action had-been taken 


to check government spending 
and control inflation. 

India's annual inflation is off- 
icially estimated at 9.4 per cent 
but recent increases in the price of 
coal, milk and food are expected ■ 
to push the rate into double fig- 
ures. 

In an apparent rebuff to opp- 
osition criticism of government' 
borrowing from the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), she said 
India would not draw the final 
portion of a loan worth five billion 
SDRs (special drawing rights) or 
around S5.2 billion. 

"Mrs. Indira Gandhi has vir- 
tually started her campaign for the- 
next general election with- her 
broadcast to the nation.'-' the ind- 
ependent daily. The Indian Exp- 
ress. said in an editorial. 

And it characterised the wheat 
and rice subsidies as “sugar coa- 
ting to the bitter pfll of a rise in the" 
rationed price of rice and sugar, 
and a 25 percent hike in the price’ 
of coal." 

Mrs. Gandhi, who has a com- 
fortable two-thirds majority in the 
lower house of parliament, does 
not have to call a general election 
until January next year. But many 
opposition leaders believe she will 
hold one sooner. 

At a national convention of her 
ruling Congress (I } in Calcutta last, 
month she urged party workers to 
organise mass meetings, cul- 
minating in a rally in Delhi in 
mid-February, to drive home the 
message of secularism and soc- 
ialism. 

Mrs. Gandhi is keeping silent 
about the exact date of an eie-- 
ction, but the opposition are tak- 
ing no chances. 

At a Calcutta meeting of 1 8 reg- ' 
ional and national opposition gro- 
ups last weekend they decided on 
their own country-wide campaign - 
to underline the deficiencies of the 
government's economic policies 
and mobilise support for. a rival 
programme.

Revival of mural painting in China

PEKING — Mural painting, once 
one of the glories of ancient Chi- 
nese culture, is enjoying a ren- 
aissance after a century of decline. 

Over the last three years, hun- 
dreds of works have been pro- 
duced for hotels and other ins- 
titutions. The largest, measuring 
six metres by 64 metres, is in the 
lounge of the Guangzhou Com- 
modity Fair. 

Yuan Yunfu. head of the Mural 
Department of the institute of 
Arts and Crafts, said mural pai- 
■nting initially spread as Buddhist 
temples proliferated throughout 
China. However, he said, the cur- 
rent revival is promoted by the 
tourist boom as a result of China' s 
open-door policies. 

With millions of foreigners com- 
ing to visit China. 73 new hotels 
have'lfjsen built since 1*J7X anti 
many' '.existing' ones are und- 
ergoing renovation. “This keeps 
orders coming to us one after ano- 
ther. The dreams we have dre- 
amed for decades have come true 
at long last.” Yuan said. 

Murals were first painted m 
China over 3,nim years ago. when 
they were used to decorate imp- 


erial courts or coffin chambers. 
The art reached its peak during 
the Tang Dynasty <6|X-vf/7«. 
when murals graced more than 
400.000 Buddhist temples. The 
world-famous Dunhuang murals 
in Gansu province, northwest 
China, cover 1 20.000 square met- 
res. Dozens of other ancient mur- 
als in temples or coffin chambers 
are also now open to tourists. 

Mural painting withered fol- 
lowing the Oing Dynasty ( 1644- 
1911). Many ancient works in 
wooden temples decayed, or were 
destroyed in constant wars. 

In addition, fewer and fewer art- 
ists painted murals when a sch- 
olarly style of painting that emp- 
hasised the rendering of brush and 
ink became popular and murals 
were considered a time- 
consuming chore for craftsmen. 

After the founding of the new 
China in 1949. artists tried to rev- 
ive the mural tradition, but few 
institutions commissioned their 
works because of shortages of 
funds. Their efforts seldom pro- 
gressed beyond sketches or mod- 
els. 

The new boom began in 1979 
when 40 mural painters and cra- 
ftsmen. Iqd by Zhang Ding, pre- 


sident ot the Institute of Am and 
Crafts, created 1 3 large-size mur- 
als for the newly-constructed Pek- 
ing International Airport ter- 
minal. The works were completed 
in ten months. 

The largest at the airport ter- 
minal. 27 by 3.4 metres, by Yuan 
Yunsheng. is “’The Song of Life". 
It depics a hundred men and 
women of the Dai nationality in 
southwest China splashing water 
on each other, playing, dancing 
and bathing during a traditional 
■ festival. 

Though some new works do use 
Western abstract styles. Chinese 
mural painters seem more ent- 
husiastic about exploring ancient 
styles and themes. A typical work 
is “The Light of Wisdom." by 
Yuan Yunfu -in Beijing's Yanjing 
Hotel. It shows 25 outstanding an 
treasures from various dynasties, 
including warrior figures from the- 
Emperor Qmshfhuang's tomb; 
musical bells from the Warring - 
Period (475-221 B.C.J and the 
Dunhuang Buddhist Frescos. 

Since most new murals are dis- 
played in hotel restaurants or lou- 
nges. related rhemes like lan- 
dscapes. legendary episodes or 
historical tales are usually selected 


by commissioners. So often arc 
these motifs presented that artists 
are now concerned that the the- 
mes have been overused. 

Despite the standstill in mural 
painting during the past hundred 
years. Chinese traditional han- 
dicraft techniques and materials 
have developed rapidly, especially 
since 1 94u. So when mural pai- 
nting began to revive, a wide- 
range of sources were available. 

Glazed tiles are now emploicd 
to combine traditional Chinese 
ceramics with the an of painting. 
Each hand-painted tile helps form 
an overall design resembling wes- 
tern mosaics, which are made by 
inlaying pieces of coloured mat- 
erial to form pictures or patterns^ 
But the firing of glazed tile is more 
challenging. The painted glaze 
enters the kiln in one colour and 
changes its hue only during the 
■ process of firing. If the firing is not 
done correctly, the finished tile 
will be difficult to match with the 
rest of the mural. 

Early this year artist Fan Zeng. 
in collaboration with the Peking 
Handicraft Factoiy. completed 
ceramic murals of 18 celebrated 
Buddhist monks. The murals are 
. now on permanent display in the 



‘The Story of the White Snake'*, a mural painting at the Peking International Airport. (200 by 700 centimetres) 


Guangjiao Temple at Nantong, in 
Jiangsu province. A breakthrough 
embodied in these works is their 
adoption of traditional Chinese 
painting into ceramics. On a 
snow-white background of glazed 
tiles. 2.2 by 1 .3 metres! is ren- 
dered a figure in blaek. Though 
the black is glazed, it appears to 
have been done with brush and ink 
in the traditional Chinese painting 
style. 

Western acrylics 3 re also used in 
some of the new works, but Chi- 
nese artists prefer to blend the 


new medium with traditional min- 
eral pigments to give their works a 
distinctive flavour. In his" Light ol 
Wisdom." Yuan Yunfa used a 
mixture of acrylics, powdered gold 
’’And lifen. a traditional Chinese 
'pigment often used in ancient 
* J murals. The lifen gives a stronger 
line, a major characteristic of Chi- 
nese painting. 

An exhibition of murals created 
by teachers at the Central Aca- 
demy of Fine Arts held Iasi Oct- 
ober demonstrated an even wider 
range of media, some on trial. 


They included wax-dying on 
wood, and lacquers. 

v While creating new works. Chi- 
nese artists are also rescuing anc- 
ient murals facing desiuction thr- 
ough corrosion and negligence. In 
Tibet, ancient re legious frescoes 
have been restored although some 
artists felt the action devalued the 
murals. 

Travelling to remote mou- 
ntainous areas. Artists in Yunnan. 
Xinjiang and Tibet have made 
over 5 m • reproductions of ancient 


murals in temples or grottoes for 
display in Peking and other cities. 
Publications on ancient murals are 
also on the increase, including the 
latest, a multi- volume collection 
of murals in Shanxi province. 

As impressive as the current 
revival is. most ol the new works 
are lor indoor displav. Outdoor 
murals are lew. Li Linehm*. a tea- 
cher ol the Central Academy ol 
Fine Arts. said. "A further no- 
urishing depends on more inv- 
estment Ironi more public ins- 
titutions.*' - China Features.

LONDON (Rj — Manchester 
United clung tenaciously to Liv- 
erpool shirt-tails with a fighting 
3-2 home win over Southampton 
Saturday to keep the English Soc- 
cer Championship race wide open . 

Having watched Liverpool ext- 
end their lead at the top to five 
points with a 3-1 win at Aston 
Villa Friday night. United knew 
they could not afford to slip up 
against a Southampton side which 
arrived at Old Trafford unbeaten 
in their last eight games. 

And Southampton made Uni- 
ted fight all the way in a torrid and 
controversial first division enc- 
ounter which was eventually dec- 
ided by Arnold Muhren* s 6l)th 
minute winner. 

The result took United onto the 
46-point mark, two behind Liv- 
erpool and three ahead of third- 
placed West Ham. who beat vis-' 
iting West Bromwich 1-0. 

Southampton, with the best 
defensive record in the first div- 
ision. showed they also knew a 
thing or two about attack when 
they took the lead through Steve 
Moran in the third minute.

TAMPA, Honda (Rj — For app- 
roximately three mid a half hours 
on Sunday, more than HKJ million 
Americans will stop what they arc 
doing to watch the Washington 
Redskins and Los Angeles Rai- 
ders battle it out for the National 
Football League (NFLj Cha- 
mpionship. 

Though the rest of the world 
will take little more than a passing 
interest, gridiron football's Sup- 
erbowl is the biggest single spo- 
rting event in the U.S.. and its uni- 
que magic never fails to grip the 
entire nation. 

Here in Tampa, where the game 
will take place for the first time, 
thousands of fans from the two cit- 
ies have converged to watch the 
spectacle. 

All over the city there are rem- 
inders that “Super Sunday" is 
near. The streets are adorned with 
Superbowl banners, souvenirs are 
sold everywhere and sports fans 
circulate throughout Tampa wea- 
ring Redskin or Raider hats. 

The social life of the city has 
also been altered. Restaurants and 
bars have been jammed all week, 
and a series of elegant parties have 
been scheduled. One of the week’s 
highlights is a concert by Frank 
Sinatra on Sunday. 


For American football fans if is 
a dream match between two of the 
league s most colourful outfits. 

Washington, the reigning cha- 
mpions who are attempting to 
become only the fourth team to 
retain the trophy, epitomise the 
American woric ethic.

Brazilian soccer failing to 
pull in the crowds

RIO DE JANEIRO — Brazilian 
football league attendance had 
dropped by a third in 1 5 years as 
fans fail to find the old magic m the 
current crop of players, clubs rep- 
ort. 

Players, sportwriters and the 
remaining diehard fans inc- 
reasingly lament that the sparkle 
has gone out of what used to be the 
most feverishly followed sport in 
Brazil. 

Most agree that Brazilian foo- 
tball lost much of its charisma 
along with its older stars. 

The triumphs of such players as 
Pele, Gamncha. Nil ton Santos, 
Zito. ClodoaJdo. Gerson, Riv- 
elrao, Tostao and Carlos Alberto 
are fading memories against which 
today's performances are sadly 
compared. 

Theese were the heroes who 
projected Brazil to World Cup tri- 
umph in 1958, 1962 and 1970. 
Disappointed fans say the present 
crop of players are pale imitations. 

Sportswriters have come up 
with a host of reasons for falling 
gates. They quote fans as saying 
they lost interest when top stars 
like Falcao. Zico and Cerezo were 
sold to Italian clubs. 

Another reason given is the 
inflation-wracked economy, 
which has made football an una- 
ffordable luxury for some fans. A 
related fear is that the little money 
they do have might be stolen in the 
crush of the stands. 

Crowd violence is also cited, 
and then there is television. Why 
trek to the game when you can sit 
in comfort at home with a beer and 
get a better view? 

Further erosion of football sup- 


port has been blamed on the gro- 
wing popularity of other sports 
such as volleybalL which is played 
on beaches and in parks with an 
enthusiasm that transcends age 
and gender. Company teams puli 
huge crowds and are regularly tel- 
evised. 

‘Tve quit going to the Mar- 
acana (Rio's famous stadium 1 
ever since Zico was sold to Italy’s 
Udinese.” said 1 2-year-old for- 
mer fan Nelson Batista. “Without 
him whaf s the point of watching 
the game?” 

Not everyone shares his gloom. 
Former national squad coach Joao 
Saldanha says Brazilian football is 
as entertaining as ever. 

“The recent encounter between 
Gremio and Hamburg in the 
World Cup final in Tokyo was the 
best evidence for my optimism." 
he said. 

“We checkmated those who 
jump to hasty conclusions that 


.we’re losing the old magic touch 
just because we haven't won many 
international tournaments in rec- 
ent years.” 

Brazil's last big internal ional 
victory was in 1976 when they 
took the United States Int- 
ernational Anniversary tourney, 
defeating the U.S. national squad 
as well as those of major football 
nations Italy and England. 

Renato Prado, sports editor of 
Brazil's leading newspaper O 
Globo. also has high hopes for the 
future. 

“ When we can find such talents 
as Giovani. Bebeto. Gil mar and 
Dunga (from Brazil s 1982 world 
youth winning squad) you can 
never say we've lost our sparkle. 

“Only God knows how Italy 
beat usm Spain.” he said. ‘‘He had 
a great team — Italy were merely 
lucky. You can measure that by 
their post- World Cup per- 
formances.”

Dutch economy recovers 


AMSTERDAM (R) — New sta- 
tistics have underlined an imp- 
rovement in the Dutch economy, 
although the Netherlands is still 
struggling with one of the highest 
unemployment nues in the ind- 
ustrialised world, economists said 
Friday. 

The Netherlands, highly dep- 
endent on world trade, announced 
a November trade surplus of 1 .9 
billion guilders ($600 million) 
Thursday after record exports that 
month. 

- Earlier, the finance ministry 
said the budget deficit, which the 
government is trying to reduce as 
part of its strategy for economic 
recovery, was significantly less in 
] <J83 than had been expected. 

This followed higher than for- 
ecast consumption, which is boo- 
sting industry, and below budget 
spending by ministries. 

Such favourable economic signs 


have led banks to revise upwards 
their forecast for real growth this 
year, with some putting it as high 
as 2 per cent, compared with an 
official view of zero to 1 percent. 

The optimism has spilled over 
to the^stock exchange, where 
share indices have repeatedly hit 
record highs in recent weeks. 

Economists and officials cau- 
tion. however, that the better 
trends in the economy should not 
deflect the government from its 
savings plans, possibly the most 
ruthless in any Western country. 

The cabinet is trying to save 1 2 
billion guilders (53.8 billion) in 
1984. mainly through cuts in soc- 
ial security and public sector sal- 
aries. in order to lower the record 
budget deficit. 

Cutting the deficit to divert 
funds to investment is seen as cru- 
cial for economic recovery. 


The new finance ministry fig- 
ures show the total ! y83 deficit 
was 1 1 .6 per cent of national inc- 
ome, or 38.6 billion guilders 
(SI 2.4 billion). 

' This was up from I (Ml per cent 
in 1982, but well below a forecast 
of 12.4 per cent only Iasi Sep- 
tember, 

Some of the factors which led to 
the lower deficit, particularly hig- 
her consumption which boosted 
tax receipts, should run on in 1 984 
and bring down the deficit this 
year. 

With trade and exports growing 
strongly, investment is picking up 
and industrial production is run- 
ning more than 5 per cent above 
year-ago figures. 

Economists believe that it may 
be some time before this has an 

impact on unemployment, now 
around IN per cent of the work 
force. 


Firms write off millions 
of dollars on dry oil well 


LONDON (Ri — British Pet- 
roleum and its United States sub- 
sidiary Sohio Friday announced 
they were writing off hundreds of 
millions of dollars in what may 
prove to be the oil industry's worst 
failure. 

They invested the money in exp- 
loring for oil far inside the Arctic 
Circle off Alaska but disclosed last 
month that, instead of finding a 
major source of oil. their well flo- 
wed only water. 

Sohio (Standard Oil of Ohio) 
said in Cleveland it was writing off 
about 5310 million before tax. 
part of which had been spent cre- 
ating a man-made gravel island in 
the Beaufort Sea to serve as a base 
for drilling. 

After tax its loss comes down to 
5163 million. 

In London. BP.said it was wri- 
ting off about £l(Hi million (5140 
million} after tax. 

Some £40 million (S56 million} 


of this represented the amount it 
was writing off from its 7 per cent 
direct interest in the Mukluk lea- 
ses, while the rest reflected its 53 
per cent holding in Sohio. 

Its shares seemed to weather 
the loss welL trading on the Lon- 
don stock exchange at £4.26 IS 
5.96 ). 5 pence (7 cents} up on the 
day. 

Sohio, which along with B.P. 
and several other oil companies 
paid 51.7 billion for Mukluk lic- 
ences, says it will now evaluate 
data from the failed well and sei- 
smic information before deciding 
whether to continue drilling in 
other areas. 

Oil industry analysts said in 
December the failure to find oil in 
the main area of drilling interest 
made it much less likely that fur- 
ther wells would be commercially 
viable. 

Some estimates had said the 
prospect could contain several fail- 


lion barrels of oiL which would 
have made h the largest exp- 
loration area in the United States. 

But the Sohio oil workers, who 
drilled the well in Arctic winter 
darkness and temperatures down 
to minus 40"C found nothing. 

Industry sources have a per- 
centage breakdown of oil com- 
pany interest in the Mukluk well 
as Sohio 31.42, Mobil 15.75.

Saudi-U.S. trade drops 


RIYADH (Agencies] — The 
value of Saudi-LLS. trade, which 
stood ai 521 .72 billion in 1981, 
dropped to Sy .5 billion- in thtf 1 first ' 
10 months of last year. 

An American embassy official 
here said U.S. imports, worth 
5 1 4.39 billion in 1 981 , went down 
to 57.44 billion in 1982 and to 
only 82.71 billion between Jan- 
uary and October last year. 

Commercial Counsellor Robert 
Beckman was quoted as saying 
that U.S. exports to the kingdom 
increased from 7.33 billion in 


1981 to 59.03 billion in ly82, and 
stood at 56.79 billion in the first 
10 months of 1 yR3. He said nearly 
650 American companies were 
currently working in Saudi Arabia 
and at the end of 1982 the U.S. 
was involved in 182 joint ven- 
tures. 

Meanwhile, according to a rep- 
ort from Kuwait, Soviet foreign 
ministry official Mr. Robert KJe- 
kovski has announced a sevenfold' 
increase in Saudi-Soviet trade 
over the last 8 yeans.

On the other hand. Saudi Ara- 
bia remains the top non-European 
market after the U.S. for West 
German exports, despite its pro- 
jected budget deficit and falling oil 
revenues.

The more middle- 
sized German firms were now est- 
ablished in the Saudi market, as 
well as the major companies which 
broke into it 10 years ago. He said 
300 firms had representatives in 
Saudi Arabia, of which 6U were 
joint Saudi-German projects. 
German exports to Saudi Arabia 
were expected to stabilise around 
current levels after several years 
of extraordinary growth, he said. 


U.S. economy grows 
3.3 per cent in 1983 


WASHINGTON (A.P.) — Shaking off the 
worst recession since World War H, the eco- 
nomy of the United States grew by 3.3 per 
cent last year, the government reported Fri- 
day. 


Many analysts predicted an 
even better showing for 1 984. but 
some said the “ hemorrhage" of 
trade deficits could spell (rouble. 

The growth in 1983. as mea- 
sured by the inflation- adjusted 
Gross National Product, was the 
best of any year since the 5.8 per 
cent rise in 1978. Last year's adv- 
ance followed a decline of 1 .9 per 
cent in 1982 — the worst drop 
since 1 946 — and a 2.6 per cent 
increase in 1981. 

U.S. Economic growth in 1983 
was much belter than the adm- 
inistration of President Ronald 
Reagan and most private eco- 
nomists had forecast a year ago. It 
was spurred by a burst of con- 
sumer spending and business inv- 
estments aimed at rebuilding inv- 
entories sharply depleted during 
the recession of the two previous 
years. 

For the final three months of 
iyS3. the Commerce Department 
said the real or inflation-adjusted 
GNP — the retail value of all 


goods and services produced by 
the economy — grew at an annual 
rate of 4.5 per cent. 

That was a slower pace than the 
big increases of 9.7 percent in the 
second quarter and 7,6 per cent in 
the third. But both the adm- 
inistration and private analysts 
said the fourth-quarter slowdown 
was normal for this stage of the 
recovery and would guard against 
overheating that might (rigger a 
new round of inflation. 

"We have had a strong rec- 
overy.’ said Commerce Secretary 
MaJcom Baldrige. “It is normal in 
almost every sense except the 
trade deficits." 

Mr. Baldrige said those deficits, 
which arc expected to reach a rec- 
ord 570 billion in 1983. will be 
even worse this year, at an est- 
imated 5911 billion. 

Mr. Baldrige acknowledged the 
negative effect on the trade bal- 
ance of high U.S. interest rates 
and the strength of the dollar. He 
said the best way to restrain int- 


erest rates is to reduce gov- 
ernment budget deficits, but he 
held out no hope that Congress 
would approve what he called a 
“proper mix’’ of spending cuts and 
tax increases to achieve that result 
in an election year. 

Private economists expressed 
alarm at the worsening trade pic- 
ture. 

“ What wc see is a healthy dom- 
estic economy (hat is being dra- 
gged down by the disastrous imp- 
act of the international trade of 
deficits.” said Jerry Jasinowski. 
executive vice president of the 
National Association of Man- 
ufacturers. 

“ If the U.S. economy continues 
to hemorrhage in the trade area, 
economic growth in 1984 could be 
cut as much as I percentage 
point." 

Nonetheless. Mr. Jasinowksi 
said he still projected a 4 per cent 
real GNP increase in 1 984. com- 
pared with the 3.3 per cent gain 
last year. 

Mr. Baldrige predicted a rise of 
4.5 per cent this year and 5 per 
cent in 1985. The Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States 
was even more optimistic, for- 
ecasting 5.7 per cent economic 
growth in 1984. "provided there is 
neither a major tax increase nor an 
overly restrictive monetary pol- 
icv." 


Netherlands 
to continue 
gas exports 
in 1990s 

AMSTERDAM (R) — The Net- 
herlands. the world’s third largest 
natural gas producer, has reversed 
an earlier decision to cease gas 
exports in the 199Us. government 
sources said Friday. 

Belgium. France. West Ger- 
many and Italy are keen to import 
more Dutch gas w’hen their con- 
tracts expire in the next decade, 
the sources said. A spokesman for 
Gasunie. the state-controlled gas 
company., added they were also 
exploring the possibility, of bui- 
lding" a gas ptpfe line' fo Britain. - 
which does not at present import' 
Dutch gas. 

The sources said the countries 
wanted to go on buying from the 
Netherlands since Dutch supplies 
were more assured, politically and 
practically, than those from the 
Soviet Union or Algeria. 

The original decision to cease 
exports was aimed at preserving 
supplies for home use. But gov- 
ernment forecasts of the need to 
boost state revenue in the 199Us 
plus an upward estimate of the size 
of reserves had contributed to the 
change of plan, officials said. 

The Netherlands exported 35 
billion cubic metres of gas in 1 983. 
Total gas sales at home and abr- 
oad brought the state about 18.3 
billion guilders (55 .81 billion}.

MEA may go bankrupt 

BEIRUT — Lebanon’s national flag airline, whose pilots have 
gained a reputation for getting passengers to Beirut in all but the 
most perilous of times, is on the verge of bankruptcy after a year of 
devastating losses. Mr. Salim Salaam, the 6 1 -year-old chairman 
and president of the line. Middle East Arilines. says the only 
people flying to Lebanon these days are those who have no choice. 
And for nearly two months last year even those passengers — 
mainly Lebanese, but also some foreign journalists and a handful 
of foreign businessmen — were unable to fly because the war 
had forced the government to close the airport here... — New 
York Times. 

U.K. inflation rate rises to 5.3% 

LONDON ( R 1 — The rate of inflation in Britain rose by half a 
percentage point in -Deceraber to 5.3 per cent, its highest level 
since last February, the government said Friday. The rise from 4.8 
per cent in November was in line with official forecasts. The 
Department of Employment said prices actually rose more slowly 
in December than in the 4 previous months, and the rise in the 
annual rate of inflation reflected the influence of a freak price 
movement a year previously. 

Kuwaiti exports to Arab states fall 

KUWAIT (OPECNA) — Kuwaiti exports to Arab countries fell 
from 5335.85 million in 1982 to 5 199.8 million last year — a drop 
of 40.5 percent. Trade statistics show the bulk of Kuwaiti exports 
went to Gulf Cooperation Council states, accounting for 71 .8 per 
cent of overall trade. Saudi Arabia was Kuwait’s principal trading 
partner last year, with imports from the kindgom reaching 36.1 
million — an increase of II .5 per cent over 1982. Exports inc- 
luded prefabricated houses, car chassis and clothing. Kuwait’s 
exports to Iraq in I Y83 fell by 73.3 per cent from the previous 
year, reaching 554.1 million. Exports to Iraq peaked in >981 
when goods worth 5122.68 million were sold.

Reagan believes Moscow 
will return to missile talks 


WASHINGTON (R) — President Reagan 
has said he believes Moscow will return to 
nuclear missile reduction talks even though 
Western officials consider any thaw in 
U.S.-Soviet relations may have to start with 
less glamorous issues. 


They said \ he best prospect was 
fora resumption of talks in Vienna 
in March on East- 'Vest troop red- 
uctions in Europe. 

U.S. officials added Friday- 
night that Washington and Mos- 
cow might also resume efforts to 
reach agreements on nuclear mis- 
sile testing and possibly on cul- 
tural and consulate exchanges. 

U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz said he goL "absolutely no 
movement" on resuming the 
U.S.-Soviet missile talks from 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko during their five-hour 


meeting in Stockholm on Wed- 
nesday. 

In fact. Mr. Shultz said, he rec- 
eived no assurance that Mr. Gro- 
myko was willing to begin a thaw 
in U.S.-Soviet ties on any issue. 

“The future will tell on that.” he 
'said. 

In a statement later. Mr. Rea- 
gan said Mr. Shultz and Mr. Gro- 
myko had a full and serious exc- 
hange on global issues. 

"Of course, they did not resolve 
our differences.” he said. " But the 
important thing is that despite 
these differences, we are det- 


Rocket grenade explodes 
at Singapore aerospace show 


SINGAPORE ( R‘. -• A rocket 
grenade exploded at an Int- 
ernational Aerospace Exhibition 
at Singapore's Changgi Airport 
Saturday, killing one person and 
injuring eight others, police said. 

It went off during a dem- 
onstration ji u Singapore military 
bnoih where an array of sop- 
histicated weapons, including live 
ammunition, was on display. 

The explosion tore 3 big hole in 
a wall and shattered glass panels. 
Police cordoned off the area but 
the exhibition, the biggest civilian 
and military aerospace show ever 
held in Asia, went on uni- 
nterrupted. 

Police said no one had been 
detained but a thorough inv- 
estigation would be held into the 
accident. 


The grenade exploded only 
metres from a U.S. “space” stand 
where visiting astronaut Norman 
Thagard was signing autographs. 

Most of the stands were taken 
up by military hardware from the 
United States. France. Britain. 
Australia, the Netherlands. New 
Zealand. Spain. Israel. Japan and 
Italy. 

Harrier jump jets and Sea King, 
helicopters from the British air- 
craft carrier Invincible also were 
among some 3tl aircraft on dis- 
play. 

But the British warplanes were 
parked on the tarmac far away, 
from the pavillion of the Sin- 
gapore Technology Corporation, 
an unbrelia organisation of 
defence- related industries.

The Kremlin refused to set 
dates for resuming separate talks 
on reducing strategic missiles and 
on cutting East-West troop 
strengths in the European theatre. 

Mr. Shultz suggested Moscow 
might be willing to return to the 
troop reduction negotiations. 
Western diplomats in Stockholm 
attending the conference on dis- 
armament in Europe said they 
could resume within two months. 

The diplomats said that Warsaw 
Pact countries had suggested res- 
uming the so-called Mutual Bal- 
anced Force Reduction (MBFR) 
talks in Vienna in mid-March. 

That alone would mark a small 
“thaw in U.S.-Soviet relations. 


Salvadorean army begins 
major anti-guerrilla sweep 


SAN SALVADOR (R) — The 
Salvadorean army Saturday lau- 
nched a major sweep in the eas- 
tern province of Usulutan as part 
of a pacification campaign aimed 
to win popular support for the 
government, military sources said. 

An army spokesman declined to 
give details of the operation but 
military sources said it would inv- 
olve up to 3 JUU troops backed by 
civilian public works teams and 
was an extension of a programme 
launched last June in the nei- 
ghbouring province of San Vic- 
ente. 

A Defence Ministry statement 
said a civilian “peace force" had 
"been created for a public works 


project to build roads and est- 
ablish health care centres. It called 
on the people of Usulutan to coo- 
perate. 

The military sources said the 
operation, called “Well-Being for 
Usulatan”. was loosely modelled 
on the U.S. army’s ‘‘Hearts and 
Minds” campaign during the war 
in Vietnam. 

Guerrillas of the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front 
( FMLN ) control large areas of the 
rich cotton-growing coastal pro- 
vince and recently destroyed the 
key Cuscatlan Bridge over the 
Lempa River on the Panamerican 
Highway linking Usulutan with 
neighbouring San Vicente. 


U.S. denies 
holding talks 
with Angola, 
S. Africa 


WASHINGTON ( Rj — The Uni- 
ted States denied Saturday it was 
holding talks with South Africa 
and Angola in the Cape Verde Isl- 
ands on the situation in southern 
Africa. ' 

The denial followed a report by 
the Portuguese News Agency. 
ANOP that a high U.S. State 
Department official was in Sao 
Vicente Island, off the west coast 
of Africa, for secret talks with off- 
icials from Angola and South Afr- 
ica. 

The report sparked speculation 
that Pretoria might be trying to 
break the deadlock over ind- 
ependence in Namibia (South 
West Africa t 

State Department Spokesman 
Alan Romberg said Washington 
remained in contact with all par- 
ties. including both Angola and 
South Africa, “but there are no 
tripartite talks going on involving 
the United States. South Africa 
and Angola.” 

But he said Frank Wisner. Dep- 
uty Assistant Secretary of State 
for African Affairs had flown to 
•Lisbon for talks on Monday. A 
Portuguese Foreign Ministry spo- 
kesman said Mr. Wisner would 
probably see Foreign Minister 
Jaime Gama. 

Portugal has close ties with its 
former colony Angola, where 
South Africa last month con- 
ducted a big military operation, 
ostensibly in search of guerrillas 
fighting for the independence of 
Namibia. 

Both Angola and South Africa 
recently offered a 30-day truce 
but each government set con- 
* ditions unacceptable to the other. 
Cape Verde. like Angola a former 
Portuguese colony, has twice in 
the past served as the venue for 
talks between South Africa and 
Angola. 


Zhao holds talks with 
Canadian trade officials 


Malaysian premier ends U.S. visit 


WASHINGTON (A.P.J — Mal- 
aysia's prime minister wound up 
high level talks with officials of * 
President Ronald Reagan’s adm- 
inistration Friday after accusing 
the United States and other Wes- 
tern powers of exploiting the 
Third World. 

Prime Minister Mahathir Moh- 
amad. complaining that the Mal- 
aysian economy suffered a setback 
when the United States began sel- 
ling suiplus tin on the world mar- 
ket. said on Thursday he believes 
U.S. foreign policy has often pla- 
ced the United States “on the 
opposition side against small 
Third World countries.” 

The 58-year-old Malaysian lea- 
der has a reputation for speaking 
his mind and U.S. officials said 
they were not overly concerned or 


particularly surprised at his rem- 
arks delivered in a speech before 
the Foreign Policy Association 
here- 

"He minced no words, but 
we're still very good friends and 
see eye to eye on a lot of things,” 
said one U.S. official commenting 
Friday on the condition he not be 
identified by name. 

This official said the visit in gen- 
eral went well and was considered 
“fruitfuL positive and upbeat." 

”ff that assessment doesn't 
seem to square with the speech, 
that is no particular surprise 
because these are positions that 
the Malaysians have articulated 
many times.” the official said. 

Mr. MahathiT ended his official 
working visit here with separate 
meetings Friday with Defence 


Secretary Caspar VV. Weinberger 
and Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz. He had confered on Wed- 
nesday with Mr. Reagan and was a 
guest at a dinner Thursday eve- 
ning given by Vice President Geo- 
rge Bush. 

He was scheduled to make a 
private visit to Tulsa. Oklahoma, 
where his son is understood to be 
enrolled in a local school. 

'In his speech the prime minister 
urged the United States to end- 
orse a “bill of rights for the Third , 
World" and a “code of conduct” 
•for industrialised nations, based 
on “respect for sovereignty, ter- 
ritorial integrity, non- 
interference. self-determination 
and a fair and equitable economic 
system." 


Uruguayan army getsjiew leader 


MONTEVIDEO <R> — A har- 
dline general has been appointed 
to the powerful post of army 
commander- in-chief in the wake 
of Uruguay’s fust general strike in 
1(1 years of military rule, the gov- 
ernment announced Friday. 

General Pedro Aranco. 59. who 
is regarded as the right-hand man 
of President Gregorio Alvarez, 
replaced General Boscan Honrou. 

General Honrou had promoted 
talks on a return to democracy 
with the country’s three legalised 
political parties. 

But the talks became dea- 
dlocked last July, setting off a pol- 
itical crisis marked by increasingly 
open opposition to the gov- 
ernment. Politicians say the pre- 
sident favours postponing ele- 
ctions scheduled for November. 

The military authorities reacted 
harshly to a massive 24- hour gen- 


eral strike on Tuesday, sending 
troops to eject workers occupying 
factories and closing down three 
magazines for reporting the sto- 
ppage. 

The main Trade Union Con- 
federation was banned. But lab- 
our leaders say they will defy the 
ban and union sources said some 
sectors were preparing new ind- 
ustrial action to press their dem- 
ands. 

Politicians played down the 
appointment of Gen. Aranco. not- 
ing he would reach retirement age 
this year. One of them said the 
most important appointment 
would be that of Gen. Aranco's 
successor in November. 

Three colonels were promoted 
to the rank of brigadier, including 
police chief Washington Varela. 

A leader of the legalised Col- 
orado Party said ail sectors of soc- 


iety looked ahead to the scheduled 
November elections aimed at pav- 
ing the way for a return to dem- 
ocracy next year. 

He said any change in that plan, 
promoted by the government its- 
elf. would inevitably set off a soc- 
ial explosion.

Mr. Miller said China has the 
.potential of being a billion-dollar 
.mBrktei for Ontario businesses. 
“We feel we have confidence in 
Canada to bring them some of the 
technology transfer they need.” 

Mr. Zhao met with the Ontario 
officials for about an hour in the 
posh Royal York Hotel before a 
private lunch. 

Outside the downtown hotel, a 
tiny band of protesters sDently 
stood in single file, bearing pla- 
cards demanding China free 
Tibet. 

Mr. Zhao later travelled to Nia- 
gara Falls to view the natural 
wonder between the United States 
and Canada. A Chinese woman 


living in Canada broke through a 
mob of reporters ■ and pho- 
tographers to thank the premier . 
for visiting Canada. 

The woman, smiling broadly, 
commented on the bitterly, cold 
weather, speaking English to the 
Canadian officials travelling with 
the- premier and Chinese to Mr. 
Zhao. 

Mr. Zhao, wearing a for hat. 
ignored the crowd as he stood at a 
chest-high railing from which 
about 20 centimetres (S’ inches: of 
ice had been cleared away to cre- 
ate a viewing space. 

David Smith. Canada' s minister 
of state for small business, acc- 
ompanied Zhao on his 10-minuie 
tour of the Falls, answering que- 
stions through an interpreter. 

Mr. Zhao remarked that the 
Falls were impressive and com- 
pared them with Falls in nor- 
theastern China and said he found 
the weather less cold than he had 
expected. Mr. Smith said. 

After the brief visit, a smiling 
Mr. Zhao was whisked to a waiting 
limousine to return to Toronto to | 
attend a reception for members of 
Toronto's Chinese Community 
and a private dinner at Mr. Smith’s 
home. 


Mozambican rebels to free 
14 Soviet hostages 


LISBON. Portugal (A.P.J — 
Rebels seeking to oust the gov- 
ernment of Mozambique Pre- 
sident Samora Machei said Friday 
they would soon release 1 4 Soviet 
hostages following direct neg- 
otiations with the Soviet Union. 

Jorge Correia. European spo- 
kesman for the rebel Mozambican 
National Resistance iMNRj, said 
eight other Soviets captured in the 
same raid had died since falling 
into the group's hands last Aug. 
21 . ’ 

Mr. Correia said he had no det- 
ails on the deaths of the eight, but 
claimed “several hostages” were 
killed in air raids on rebel columns 
by government forces. 

In a separate statement, the 
MNR said it had entered into dir- 
ect talks with the Soviet Union 
after the Mozambican gov- 
ernment had refused to release 
MNR prionsers in exchange for 
the Soviet hostages. 

A press spokesman for the Sov- 
iet embassy in Lisbon, who dec- 
lined TQ give his name, refused to 
comment on the reports. 


Twenty-four Soviet technicians 
were sized and two others killed in 
a two-hour MNR attack on the 
Morrua Mining Complex in the 
central Mozambican province of 
Zambezia. Two Mozambican mil- 
itiamen were also killed in the att- 
ack. 

Mr. Correia said two Soviets 
have since been released to est- 
ablish talks with the Mozambican 
government. But Mozambique 
claimed its forces freed the two 
men in operations against the reb- 
els. 

The rebel statement said the 
hostages would be freed in Moz- 
ambique after agreement on a 
temporary cease-fire in the area 
and on a date still to be fixed with 
Soviet authorities. 

In another statement, the rebels 
claimed they had cut off power 
supplies to Moazmbique's 
second-largest city. Beira. and to 
the town of Buzi. after destroying 
eight poweriine pylons. The rebels 
said they have also killed 36 gov- 
ernment troops and captured 
large quantities of arms in other 
raids. 


Grenada’s exiled premier 
to return after 5 years 


ST. GEORGE’S. Grenada (A J*. ) 
— Former Premier Sir Eric Gairy. 
hoping for a warm welcome, ret- 
urns to Grenada on Saturday after 
five years of exile. 

He prefaced his return with 
apparent efforts at revising his 
reputation for eccentricity and 
repression, and predicted a large 
and enthusiastic reception. 

“I simply love my people and 
they love me.” he said before lea- 
ving the United States, where he 
had Jived since the March 13. 
1 979. leftist coup that ended three 
decades of his domination of isl- 
and politics. 

A chilly greeting was expected 
from officials of the interim Gre- 
nada government and loyalists of 
Maurice Bishop, whose slaying 
OcL 19 after a split with more- 
radical elements in his gov- 
ernment led to a U.S.-led invasion 
six days later. 

A government official, speaking 
on condition he not be identified, 
said there was concern that Mr. 
Gaiiys return would shatter pub- 
lic calm that has come in the inv- 
asion’s aftermath. However, he 
added that the government would 


have no legal reason to bar Mr. 
Gairy. although Mr. Bishop had 
pledged to try him for corruption 
and murder, including the 1974 
police shooting of Mr. Bishop's 
father. 

Caribbean leaders, including 
those who backed the U.S. inv- 
-asion. also are unlikely to embrace 
Mr. Gairy. 

When Mr. Gairy was ove- 
rthrown. Jamaica Prime Minister 
Edward Seaga. then the opp- 
osition leader, issued a statement 
saying” the Gairy regime had pro- 
ven to be the most corrupt, and 
was besides a brutal government." 

But Mr. Gairy, in recent int- 
erviews and news conferences, cla- 
imed to be "much more int- 
ellectually advanced than I used to 
be” and denied charges of cor- 
ruption. 

He drew considerable attention 
in the United Nations with a call 
for an “ International Year of the 
UFO.'" He said he had never wit- 
nessed a flying saucer himself, but 
believed aliens had repeatedly vis- 
ited earth. 

Mr. Gairy said he wouldn’t seek 
office when new elections are held 
here, probably late this year. 


Reagan administration plagued by many scandals

WASHINGTON (R) — The 
Reagan administration has faced 
more charges of financial imp- 
ropriety and other misconduct by 
officials than any since the Nixon 
era. but President Reagan's pop- 
ularity appears unscathed. 

This month alone, the number 
two man in the Pentagon quit, 
amid accusations of impropriety in 
private stock market deals, and 
the head of the United States Inf- 
ormation Agency (USIA) ack- 
nowledged secretly taping some of 
his telephone calls. 

In addition, former Env- 
ironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) official Rita Lavelle was 
sentenced to six months in prison 
and fined SHUHHl for lying to 
Congress about EPA activities. 

The Lavelle conviction was only 
the- latest in a series of mini- 
scandals and allegations, although 
none have approached the scale of 
the Watergate affair, which bro- 
ught down Richard Nixon. 

These and other incidents have 


not added up to a major emb- 
arrassment for the Reagan adm- 
inistration. but political analysts . 
say they considerably outnumber 
comparable episodes during the ’ 
presidencies of Gerald Ford and • 
Jimmy Carter. 

Despite this, a recent opinion 
poll showed 53 per cent of Ame- 
ricans approved of how Mr. Rea- 
gan was handling his presidency — 
the highest level in two years. 

Mr. Reagan also continues to 
lead his Democratic rivals in straw 
polls as the 1984 election cam- 
paign opens, suggesting these inc- 
idents are not a big issue with vot- 
ers. 

But Democratic National 
Committee Chairman Charles 
Manatt told Reuters the opp- 
osition party intended to make 
“abuse of power, official mis- 
conduct. and conflict of interest* ' ■ 
under Mr. Reagan a major cam- 
paign theme. 

“Time after time. President 
Reagan has refused to deal with, 
these abuses in a firm, timely 
manner.” he said. 


"In 1984. we are going to ask 
the American people if this pre- 
sident should not be held acc- 
ountable for burying his head in 
the sand or winking at abuse going 
on around him." 

The administration has pro- 
vided the Democrats with plenty 
of ammunition since charges aga- 
inst officials have surfaced with 
regularity since Mr. Reagan took 
office in 1981. 

Early this month. Deputy Def- 
ence Secretary Paul Thayer res- 
igned to fight accusations by the 
Securities Exchange Commission 
(SEC) of violating securities laws 
before joining the administration. 

USIA head Charles Wick, a 
long-time Reagan friend, recently 
denied but then admitted and apo- 
logised for secretly taping tel- 
ephone conversations with White 
House Chief of Staff James Baker, 
^former President Jimmy Carter 
‘and others. 

Mr. Wick earlier faced criticism 
in the so called “kiddiegate” affair 
after the USIA hired the sons or 


daughters of prominent officials 
•such as Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger. 

The Washington Post also rep- 
orted last week that Peace Corps 
Director Loret Ruppe violated 
agency rules by secretly taping her 
deputy. Edward Curran, with 
whom, she was at odds. 

And last month. Lynn Helms, 
head of the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA). resigned 
after news stories reported that 
grand juries were investigating 
alleged improprieties involving 
businesses he had owned. 

Accusations involving officials' 
business affairs also led to two res- 
ignations in 1981. while Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA) Dir- 
ector William Casey last year den- 
ied any wrongdoing in his stock 
market investments which had 
prompted congressional and press 
.criticism. 

Among others who have drawn 
critical fire or have been forced to 
.resign is Interior Secretary James 
Watt, who stepped down in the 
autumn after a series of con- 


troversial statements, including 
his joking description of a gov- 
ernment committee as “a black ... 
a woman, two Jews and a cripple.” 

Meanwhile, a congressional 
investigation continues into the 
so-called “debategate” affair in 
which Mr. Reagan’s 1980 pre- 
sidential campaign received White 
House briefing papers intended to 
prepare Carter for a debate with 
Reagan. 

In comparison with this adm- 
inistration. the Ford and Carter 
governments faced far fewer pro- 
blems: 

Mr. Ford, who became pre- 
sident when Nixon resigned, was 
in office less than three years and 
apart from controversy about his 
pardon of Nixon over the Wat- 
ergate affair, his administration 
was largely untroubled by charges 
of misconduct. 

The Carter administration was 
also largely trouble-free, apart' 
'from questions about the pro- 
priety of business ties between 
Libya and Mr. Carter’s brother. 
Billy, and a couple of resignations. 



Salvadorean rebels 
release 14 detained 
journalists 

SAN SALVADOR fA.P.:- — 
Fourteen foreign journalists rep- 
orted Friday that they were det- 
ained by guerrillas, and had been 
released. 

Members of the foreign press 
corps in El Salvador said they had' 
tried to keep word of the det- 
ention from becoming public until 
the journalists were freed. 

Three of -the journalists had 
been held by guerrillas since Tue- 
sday. 

Life expectancy 
increases in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (R) — Life exp- 
ectancy reached an average 74.5 
years in the United States in 1 982. 
with women having an eight-year 
edge on men, according to sta- 
tistics released by the Department 
of Health and Human Services 
(HHS). The figures, released this 
week, showed women had a life 
expectancy of 78.2 years, com- 
pared to 70.8 for males. Ten years 
earlier, average life expectancy 
was 71.1 years. 

Former actor in 
Tarzan movies dies 


ACAPULCO. Mexico (A.P.J — 
Johny Weismuller, the five-time 
Olympic swimming champion 
who thrilled millions as Tarzan of 
the jungle, died at his home, a fun- 
eral home spokesman said Sat- 
urday. He was 79. Weismuller, 
who had been ill since 1^77. died 
at his home Friday night. Luis Flo- 
reseo the Gomez Funeral Home 
said. Mr. Flores said that Wei- 
smuller's wife had not yet com- 
pleted funeral arrangements but 
that he probably would be buried 
Sunday at an Acapulco cemetery.

Moscow reprimands 
5 ministers 

MOSCOW (Rj — The Com- 
munist Party Politburo has rep- 
rimanded five industrial ministers 
over air pollution in the West Sib- 
erian city of Kemerovo. Soviet 
Television reported. They were 
warned for “indiscipline shown in 
implementing nature protection 
measures by enterprises under 
their control,” the report said. It 
gave no details of the pollution. It 
was the latest of several Soviet 
media reports in recent months of 
pollution disasters.
